DR. ADENAUER’S 
PROMISE 


School Books Need 
Revision

BONN 

Dr. Adenauer, the Federal Chan- 
cellor, has agreed that much of the 
antisemitism and neo-Nazism in the 
Federal Republic is duc to the lack 
of suitable history books in schools. 
He has said that he will take up the 
subject, at the forthcoming meeting 
of the Federal State Ministers, and 
will ask them for effective measures 
to secure an improvement, 

The Chancellor gave this promise 
after his meeting. here on Tuesday 
with a delegation of the Central 
Organisation of Freedom Fighters 
and Victims of Nazism. It was con- 
ceded that most German pupils have 
little Knowledge of the Nazi régime, 
partly because many of the teachers 
are unable to suppl) them with 
objective information and partly due 
to lack of text-books. 

It was sugeested that “German 
teachers should receive special train- 
ing to enable them to give their pupils 
a detailed picture of the Nazi past. 


Communists Accused 


Participants at the meeting, which 
was called at the Chancellor's request, 
expressed the opinion that anti- 
semitic incidents were isolated and 
the work of incorrigibles, young 
rowdies. and Communists. 

The delegation suggested the 
establishment of an_ International 
Youth Home on the site of the 
former Bergen-Belsen concentration 
camp, to be erected out of public 
funds. Dr. Adenauer was asked to 
be its patron. The Home would help 
to educate German youth in the spirit 
of democracy. 

Dr. Adenauer also promised to ask 
the Laender Governments to speed 
up indemnification payments.

JERUSALEM 

The people of Israel are being asked 
to provide more funds to meet the 
cost of the new mass immigration. A 
supplementary budget of 1£185.000.000 
(about £35,000,000) was presenicd to 
the Knesset on Tuesday. 

There is to be a compulsory loan 
of 1£40,000,000, into which the 
present voluntary loan of 1£20,000.000 
will be incorporated. 

The budget for the next fisca) vear 
amounting to 1£1,336,000,000 has not 
yet been confirmed, 

Mr. Levi Eshkol, the Finance 
Minister said that money was needed 
as follows: 1[£97,000.000 for 25.000 
to 30,000 housing units; 1£20.000.000 
for drought relief; 1£20,000.000 for 
water projects: 1£20,000,000 for

Rumania—a thing which could no 
longer be tolerated, It linked Mr, 
Ben-Gurion directly with what it 
described as “dirty and dishonest” 
propaganda methods being used by 
Israel. 

It was alleged, the statement said, 
that some 300,000 Jews wished to 
leave Rumania, but according to the 
last census, only 146,262 persons were 
registered—as Jews, and only a small 
number of those wished to emigrate 
to Israel. 

The Rumanian Government would 
continue “on humanitarian grounds ~ 
to allow Jews to rejoin relatives in 
Israel, but would from now on do 
everything to dissuade them from 
emigrating, letting them go only if 
they insisted. 

Two transports of several hundred 
Jews arrived here on Tuesday with 
members of emigrant families miss- 
ing. They had been taken off the 
trains by the Rumanian authorities 
at the last stop inside Rumanian 
territory. All of the detained persons 
were in possession of regular permits 
to leave the country and anticipated 
no hindrance. 

Some of -those detained were 
former Zionist leaders who had spent

ARAB ALLEGATIONS 
REFUTED

Over a thousand guests, later 
described as “the conclave of the 
big givers and leaders.” assembled on 
Saturday evening in Grosvenor House, 
London's largest banqueting hall, for 
the launching of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal. Between them they sub- 
scribed the sum of £665.000. which 
topped by £125.000 the. record 
amount reached at the dinner iast 
year, 

A large part of the money came 
from a few leaders of the J.P.A. Its 
President. Sir Simon Marks, gave 
£130,000: tts Appeal Chairman, Mr. 
Isaac Wolfson, gave £50,000 (apart 
from the £25,000 which Mrs. Wolfson 
give and which was carmarked for 
Youth Alivah) There were also 
increased donations from the Sietl 
and Morrison families. as well is aA 
comtribution of £23,000 trom the 
family of the late President. of the 
Jewish National Fund, Mr. Sigmund 
CGsestetner. 

The rise in the individual donations 
reflected the urgent need created by 
the sudden exodus of Rumanian 
Jews towards Isracl—an event which 
dominated the gathering and featured 
in the words of cvery speaker. The 
political aspect of renewed mass 
immigration was taken up by the 
Israeli Ambassador. Mr. Eliahu 
Elath. He refuted the Arab allega- 
tion that territorial expansion must 
follow in its.wake. “Our expansion 
will be in terms of steadily increasing 
production and productivity ... Israel 
secks territorial aggrandisement.”

Elath, who spoke mainly in Hebrew, 
said that this was a memorable day 
not only for parents interested in 
Jewish education in Britain, but also 
for Israel. This was because among 
the many ties which kept Jews 
together there was hardly one more 
important than the Hebrew language. 
He was gratified that the Hebrew 
language Was now an important part 
of the school curriculum, 

Sir Edward Boyle conveyed the 
sincere good wishes of the Minister 
and ‘of himself for the school’s future. 
What he had heard of the school's 
history had made him realise most 
forcibly what a considerable blow the 
destruction of the original buildings 
must have been. The school, he said, 
had two great advantages. Although 
it had just reassembled in recently 
erected buildings, it was not wholly 
new and had behind it a notable past. 

It also had the advantage of having 
strong support of the Jewish com- 
munity in London. 

“This means that to a greater 
extent than most other schools, this 
school can. expect a unity. of spirit 
and work with a greater unity of 
purpose. One striking feature ol 
the Jewish community has been its 
great interest in education.” 


After .the consecration service 
members of the Raven family 
informed the Chief Rabbi and Mr. 


S. S. Levin that they would endow 
the School Library in memory of the 
late Solomon Raven. The London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
hope shortly to announce the endow- 
ment of the other specialist rooms 
and classrooms so that a substantial 
contribution will be made towards 
raising the £100,000 required for the 
second stage of the building. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE 
—BIG DEFICIT 


By a Jewtsu Reporter 


“When last we reported on the 
work of the College we had just 
entered the new building, and our 
work there had only just begun. 
Now we can give full expression to 
the satisfaction we experience in the 
well-equipped home which, after 100 
years of Jews’ College history, 
stands as a model of what a college 
should be.” 

So began the annual report pre- 
sented to a meeting of the Council of 
Jews’ College at Montagu Place, W.1, 
last week. Mr. A. Mocatta was in the 
chair. 

The financial section of the report 
was less satisfying. It was announced 
that the accounts for the year showed 
an unprecedented deficit of over 
£13,000 (bringing the total amount by 
which the Capital Fund of the College 
had been reduced since 1947 to nearly 
£41,000), while the deficit on the 
normal running of the College during 
the current year would amount to 
some £6,000. 

The total subscribed and promised 
to the Centenary Building and Endow- 
ment Fund up to June, 1958 (exclud- 
ing the Sir Maurice Bloch Scholarship 
Fund), had amounted to over 
£225.00, but only £159,500 had so 
far been received. It was estimated 
that the total cost of the new building 
and its furnishings would be £180,000,

KIND friend hints that | 
am a reactionary old fogey 
. for crying doom because a 
Stepping-up of Zionist interest in 
the domestic affairs of the Anglo- 
Jewish community has been fore- 
Shadowed. The Zionists, he argues, 
are often accused of displaying a 
one-sided interest in Israel ; if that 
is wrong, it is really unfair to attack 
them when they propose to reverse 
the trend. More positively, he 
urges that we must never be slaves 
to the past and that the Zionists still 
have a_ revolutionary dynamism 
without which Judaism in this coun- 
try will languish. The synagogue. 
whatever label jit wears, whether 
Orthodox, Reform, or Liberal. is 
effete. All of them go through the 
forms handed down to them, but 
without any conviction on the part 
of the mass of nominal adherents 
and without any regard to new 
patterns of life and thought. (The 
one exception is Gateshead or N.16 
Orthodoxy, which still maintains a 
genuine Kehilla life and has a 
powerful hold over the few who 
adhere to it.) Synagogue officers 
and Boards of Management are 
well intentioned enough, but they 
are hampered by the shortage of 
ministers and teachers, are hemmed 
in by parochial habits of mind. and 
get no sort of lead from the “top 
brass’ of the community, whether 
lay or rabbinical. The problem of 
the small communities, he says, is 
really trivial, yet a whole array of 
national institutions have done 
nothing but slobber ineffectively. 
The Zionists seem to have a 
monopoly of imagination, and. 
above all, they are generous. If, 
for example, they controlled reli- 
gious education they would make 
the teaching profession attractive. 
set a hicher standard for text-books 
and classrooms, and generally make 
Jewish education more vivid than 
the sad, second-best affair which it 
often is. Lastly, we must not be hag- 
ridden bv 
of the Board of Deputies in 1943. 
They have learned a lot since then, 
and there is no longer the inflamed 
emotional condition of the war 
years, which was the background to 
their hysterical abuse of all who did 
not toe their line. 
None will be happier than this 
prophet of woe if he ts confounded

In the country as a whole, about one 
in every four or five children attended 
voluntary-aided — schools. In the 
London Jewish community about one 
im every eight or nine children 
attended Jewish day schools. 

_It_was in the interest of the sur- 
vival of Judaism that they should 


take steps to remedy this balance. 
Ihe Israeli Ambassador, Mr. E. 


Elath, who spoke mainly in Hebrew, 
said that this was a memorable day 
not “only for parents interested in 
Jewish education in Britain, but also 
for Israel. This was because among 
the many ties which kept Jews 
together there was hardly one more 
important than the Hebrew language. 
He was gratified that the Hebrew 
language was now an important part 
of the school curriculum, 
Sir Edward Boyle conveyed the 
sincere good wishes of the Minister 
and of himself for the school’s future. 
What he had heard of the school's 
history had made him realise most 
forcibly what a considerable blow the 
destruction of the original buildings 
must have been. The school, he said, 
had two great advantages. Although 
it had just reassembled in recently 
erected buildings, it was not wholly 
new and had behind it a notable past. 
It also had the advantage of having 


strong support of the Jewish com- 
munity in London. 
“This means that to a. greater 


extent than most other schools, this 
school can expect a unity of spirit 
and work with a greater unity of 
purpose. One striking feature of 
the Jewish community has been its 
great interest in education.” 

After the consecration _ service 
members of the Raven family 
informed the Chief Rabbi and Mr. 
S. S. Levin that they would endow 
the School Library in memory of the 
late Solomon Raven. The London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
hope shortly to announce the endow- 
ment of the other specialist rooms 
and classrooms so that a substantial 
contribution will be made towards 
raising the £100,000 required for the 
second stage of the building.

JEWS’ COLLEGE 
—BIG DEFICIT 


By a JewtsH Reporter 


“When last we reported on the 
work of the College we had just 
entered the new building, and our 
work there had only just begun. 
Now we can give full expression to 
the satisfaction we experience in the 
well-equipped home which, after 100 
years of Jews’ College history, 
stands as a model of what a college 
should be.” 

So began the annual report pre- 
sented to a meeting of the Council of 
Jews’ College at Montagu Place, W.1, 
last week, Mr. A. Mocatta was in the 
chair. 

The financial section of the report 
was less satisfying. It was announced 
that the accounts for the year showed 
an umprecedented deficit of over 
£13,000 (bringing the total amount by 
which the Capital Fund of the College 
had been reduced since 1947 to nearly 
£41,000), while the deficit on the 
normal running of the College during 
the current year would amount to 
some £6,000. 

The total subscribed and promised 
to the Centenary Building and Endow- 
ment Fund up to June, 1958 (exclud- 
ing the Sir Maurice Bloch Scholarship 
Fund), had amounted to over 
£225.00, but only £159,500 had so 
far been received. It was estimated 
that the total cost of the new building 
and its furnishings would be £180,000, 


Personal Opinion 


KIND friend hints that | 
am a reactionary old fogey 
. for crying doom because a 
Stepping-up of Zionist interest in 
the domestic affairs of the Anglo- 
Jewish community has been fore- 
shadowed. The Zionists, he argues, 
are often accused of displaying a 
one-sided interest jn Israel; if that 
is wrong, it is really unfair to attack 
them when they propose to reverse 
the trend. More positively, he 
urges that we must never be slaves 
to the past and that the Zionists still 
have a_ revolutionary dynamism 
without which Judaism in this coun- 
try will languish. The synagogue. 
whatever label it wears, whether 
Orthodox, Reform, or Liberal. is 
effete. All of them go through the 
forms handed down to them, but 
without any conviction on the part 
of the mass of nominal adherents 
and without any regard to new 
patterns of life and thought. (The 
one exception is Gateshead or N.16 
Orthodoxy, which still maintains a 
genuine Kehilla life and has a 
powerful hold over the few who 
adhere to it.) Synagogue officers 
and Boards of Management are 
well intentioned enough, but they 
are hampered by the shortage of 
ministers and teachers, are hemmed 
in by parochial habits of mind, and 
get no sort of lead from the “top 
brass” of the community, whether 
lay or rabbinical. The problem of 
the small communities, he says, is 
really trivial, yet a whole array of 
national institutions have done 
nothing but slobber ineffectively. 
The Zionists seem to have a 
monopoly of imagination, and, 
above all, they are generous. If, 
for example, they controlled reli- 
gious education they would make 
the teaching profession attractive. 
set a hicher standard for text-books 
and classrooms, and generally make 
Jewish education more vivid than 
the sad, second-best affair which it 
often is. Lastly, we must not be hag- 
ridden bv the Zionist 
of the Board of Deputies in 1943. 
They have learned a lot since then, 
and there is no longer the inflamed 
emotional condition of the war 
years, which was the background to 
their hysterical abuse of all who did 
not toe their line. 
None will be happier than this 
prophet of woe if he ts confounded

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


PRECEPT AND 


“Why doth Thy wrath wax hot 
against Thy people, that Thou hast 
brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt ?” (Exodus xxxii, 11), 


HE fervent love he bore for 
Israel enabled Moses, on 
receiving the news of his 
people’s apostasy, to stand in the 
breach and save them from anni- 
hilation. Despite their grave 
betrayal of trust, he pleads extenu- 
ating circumstances. Accordingly, 
a rabbinic exposition on our text 
reads: “Sovereign of the World ! 
Did you not bring Israel up from 
Egypt, a land of idolatry and 
debauchery?” The evil engen- 
dered by centuries of contact with 
heathenism had sorely weakened 
the ancestral spirit of religious 
devotion and had reflected itself in 
the abandonment of Divine rule 
through the making of the golden 
calf. 


A VESSEL assumes the shape of 

the mould in which it is cast. 
Psychologically, this truism applies 
to an individual and also to a 
nation. The famous historian 
Lecky once said: “ Of all the tasks 
which are set before man in life, 
the education and management of 
his character is the most important.” 
So far as Judaism is concerned the 
decisive factor that makes for the 
proper formation of the character 
of the Jewish child is religious 
precept and practice within the 
Jewish home. If, however, little or 
no attempt be made to create a 
domestic atmosphere of sturdy faith 
and loyal observance, whence will 
the child draw his spiritual susten- 
ance? The Jewish school-house 
may hand over to the pu il “ the 
two tables of testimony,” but they 
will become as useless as the shat- 


tered stones of Moses, on which a 
Divine finger had written. Chil- 
dren are taught from a very early 
“age to recite the Shema and to 
know the meaning of “and Thou 
shalt bind them for a sign upon 
Thine hand, and they shall be for 
frontlets between Thine eyes.” They 
experience a thrill of pride as they 
identify themselves with Israel's 
martyrs and sages, who heroically 
resisted the powerful pressure of 


alien tyrants to make them surren- 
der their spiritual heritage. 


YET not a few are reared in an 

atmosphere where there is a 
general abandonment of, or only 
a lukewarm support for, Judaism. 
Can we justly condemn the children 
of such homes if, in later years, 
“they forsake the fountain of living 
waters and hew out for themselves 
broken cisterns,” which do not con- 
tain the waters of their ancestra! 
faith? The problem is met with 
in all ranks and at all levels of 
Jewish life, be it in the intellectual 
or in the social sphere. The young 
Jewish iconoclast, in particular, 
argues that Judaism counts for little 
among present-day cultural and 
intellectual values and has no effect 
upon the heart. 


Clearly, then, the danger of 
allowing Jewish youth to turn 
aside from God's path can. be 
averted only through a diligent 
observance of Solomon's famous 
dictum: “Train up the child in the 
way he should go, and when he is 
old he will not depart from it.” Let 
the parent encourage respect in 
himself for the hallowed traditions 
of his faith. Let him carefully 
avoid anything that may impair or 
destroy their value. With under- 
standing and with patience let him 

romote in the children that bless 

is home this same positive attitude 
towards the Torah.

What the Archbishop of Canterbury later called “a warning bell” 
was sounded by a German of Jewish descent at Church House, West- 
minster, on Wednesday, when the Council of Christians and Jews held 


their annual meeting. 


The man who “ tolled the bell * was Herr Kurt Eberhardt, Secretary 
of the Association of Churches and Religious Societies in Greater Berlin, 
and the representative of the Co-ordinating Council of the 20 societies 
of Christians and Jews now existing in Germany.

The German 
Co-ordinating Council of Christians 
and Jews, he reported, had protested 
against the latest manifestations of 
anusemuitism, but, Herr Eberhardt 
added, left to themselves they in 
Germany were too weak to overcome 
the forces of neo-Nazism. He called 
for co-operation among Councils of 
Christians and Jews on an _ inter- 
national level, since antisemitism was 
not a national but an international 
problem.

MORE FIRMS TRADE 
WITH ISRAEL 
United Kingdom Best 
Customer

During 1958 a record number of 
British firms approached the Anglo-. 
Israel Chamber of Commerce in Lon- 
don for advice and help in establish- 
ing trade contacts with Israel.

Our correspondent discusses urgent

THE FEDERATION'S. FUTURE 


BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


What does the future hold for the Federation of Synagogues, the 
country’s second largest synagogal body? A few days ago Mr. Julius 
Jung, Secretary and Executive Director for 33 years (nearly half the life 
of the organisation), announced his retirement. 

Members of the Federation may well ask who is to succeed Mr. Jung 
to guide the organisation through the difficult days that seem to lie ahead 


During his period of service Mr. 
Jung has seen its East End congrega- 
tions, composed mainly of East Euro- 
pean immigrants, dwindle through 
war-time dispersion and the ravages 
of time, leaving many of the East 
London synagogues ghost-like houses 
of prayer kept open only through the 
co-operation of professional minyan 
men. 

Oddly enough the Hon. Officers, 
although long aware of Mr. Jung’s 
impending retirement, appear to have 
taken no advance action (although the 
post is advertised this week) to ensure 
that the affairs of their organisation 
do not suffer. They may well believe 
that they are sufficiently qualified and 
experienced to handle the day-to-day 
routine, but it is hardly likely that 
such an arrangement will appeal to 
the organisation’s 60 synagogues and 
reputed membership of 17.000. 

The last published accounts— 
curiously, they are available only for 
the year ended March, 1957—show 
that large sums are passing through 
the hands of the Federation and these 
obviously require the attention of 
skilled administrators. Receipts in 
the period under review totalled 
{58.457 {expenditure was £40,409) 
amd those of the Burial . Society 
£55.871 (expenditure £54,989). The 
total assets, including investments, 
were £109,805, while _ liabilities 
amounted to £51,166. 


Versatility 


At present the Federation is operat- 
ing with only one paid senior execu- 
tive—the accountant. No Executive 
Director, no Secretary. no Sexton— 
but a more than willing lay Executive, 
led by an indefatigable and versatile 
President, Mr. Morris Lederman, 
whose professional activities include 
the of the South

clashes on occasion with the Presi- 
dent’s other duties, but’ he has a 
capacity for hard work and an ability 
to ensure that things run smoothly 
during his absence.

Mr. Lederman has, since assuming 
the Presidency, become the “stro 
man” of the Federation, and Pan co 
round him in the Executive are a 
loyal band of supporters. Opposition 
elements have, over the years, been 
eliminated, but these will have an 
opportunity to re-establish a bridge- 
head in the forthcoming elections 
next May. 

Burial Rights 

Whoever succeeds Mr. Jung will 
face tremendous problems. Foremost 
is the problem of the y+ syna- 
gogues, the non-functioning houses of 
prayer which exist only on paper and 
are closed even on the Sabbath, whose 
Presidems live miles away in the 
North-Western suburbs, and whose 
“members” pay their subscriptions 
only because of the desire to preserve 
their burial rights. There is also the 

roblem of the young people in East 

ondon and ensuring that they 
secure a Jewish education. Whether 

oungsters can be recruited by a 
hand ul of elderly rabbis who speak 
only Yiddish and have little contact 
with the public is highly doubiful. 

Despite the redundancy of many of 
its East End synagogues the Federa- 
tion has undertaken several pew 
building projects. Some of them are 
in North-West London and are justi- 
fied by the growth of new com- 
munities. But also included is an 
elaborate, and presumably costly, 
structure on the site of the Philpot 
Street Great, the Commercial 
Road. This will comprise a syna- 
gogue, communal centre, classrooms, 
and mikva—and all round stand the 
empty synagogues of a bygone 
generation, 


FRIENDLY SOCIETY REORGANISES

Altmann, Sir Isaiah Berlin, and Sir 
Leon. The Beth Din has replied for 
the Chief Rabbi. 

Rabbi Altmann and Sir Isaiah 
Berlin have also sent their replies. 
Both told me that the letter they 
received from Mr, Ben-Gurion was 
“ private” and they did not think 
it right that they should give any

indication of the nature of their 
replies. 

Sir Leon stated that he. had 
informed the Israeli Premier. that he 
cid not see the necessity for the 
Government of Israel to define in 
abstract terms “Who is a Jew?” 
The Government was concerned with 
that question only when it arose in 
a particular type of case. The prob- 
lem was whether the children of. non- 
Jewish mothers (according to the 
Halacha) could be registered as Jews 
when both parents wanted this. Sir 
Leon suggested that the Government 
might efther avoid giving a definite 
decision on this problem or postpone 
the decision for a few years during 
which the position might so change as 
to ease the problem.

WITH ISRAEL 
United Kingdom Best

THE FEDERATION'S. FUTURE 


BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 
What does the future hold for the Federation of Synagogues, the 


country’s second largest synagogal body? A few days ago Mr. Julius 


Jung, Secretary and Executive Director for 33 years (nearly half the life 
of the organisation), announced his retirement. 

Members of the Federation may well ask who is to succeed Mr. Jung 
to guide the organisation through the difficult days that seem to lie ahead 


During his period of service Mr. 
Jung has seen its East End congrega- 
tions, composed mainly of East Euro- 
pean immigrants, dwindle through 
war-time dispersion and the ravages 
of time, leaving many of the st 
London synagogues ghost-like houses 
of prayer kept open only through the 
co-operation of professional minyan 


men. 

Oddly enough the Hon. Officers, 
long aware of Mr. Jung's 
impending retirement, appear to have 
taken no advance action (although the 
post is advertised this week) to ensure 
that the affairs of their organisation 
do not suffer. They may well believe 
that they are sufficiently qualified and 
experienced to handle the day-to-day 
routine, but it is hardly likely that 
such an arrangement will appeal to 
the organisation’s 60 synagogues and 
reputed membership of 17.000. 

The last published accounts— 
curiously, they are available only for 
the year ended March, 1957—show 
that large sums are passing through 
the hands of the Federation and these 
obviously require the attention of 
skilled administrators. Receipts in 
the period under review totalled 
£58.457 (expenditure was £40,409) 
and those of the Burial - Society 
{55.871 (expenditure £54,989). The 
total assets, including investments, 
were £109,805, while _ liabilities 
amounted to £51,166. 


Versatility 


At present the Federation'is operat- 
ing with only one paid senior execu- 
tive—the accountant. No Executive 
Director, no Secretary. no Sexton— 
but a more than willing lay Executive, 
led by an indefatigable and versatile 
President, Mr. Morris Lederman, 
whose professional activities include 
the of the South 
Hackney Talmud Torah. This post 
(remuneration for which must 
approximate £600 per year) naturally 
clashes on occasion with the Presi- 
dent’s other duties, but’ he has a 
capacity for hard work and an ability 
to ensure that things run smoothly 
during his absence. 

Although no longer active as a 
shochet the ig in receipt of a pension 
from the Board of Shechita of £10 

r week), Mr. Lederman is gen 
eavily engaged in communal activi- 
ties (he is, for example. also. active 
in the Zionist Day School Movement), 
amd it is, perhaps, curious that he has 
declined Mr. Jung’s offer to remain 
in office until a successor was firmly 
installed. 

The post of Sexton, which calls for 
responsibility, tact, and the handling 
of large sums of money. has been 
vacant for about three years, and the 
Executive appears to be in no par- 
ticular hurry to make a new appoint- 
ment. So far as is known, the post, 
unfortunately. one of the busiest in 
the Federation, has not been adver- 
tised. As your correspondent learned 
recently from a personal visit, the 
mourner calling to make burial 
arrangements or to fix a tombstone- 


laying ceremony, suffers additional 
hardship at this difficult period 
through the casual, almost off-hand, 
attitude of certain Federation per- 
sonnel. appointment of a senior 
official to ov ul the machinery in 
this department seems a matter of 
urgency. 

Another matter to which the Execu- 
tive should be giving priority is the 
mang of a Principal Rabbi. 

is post has been vacant since the 
resignation last year of Rabbi Morris 
Swift (he served for only 12 months). 
and it was unoccupied for severa! 
years prior to his appointment (his 
predecessor was Rabbi Kopu! Rosen). 
On his induction Rabbi Swift indi- 
cated that he would remain with the 
Federation “for ever.” The full story 
of the reason for his departure has 
never been published, but it would 
appear likely that the rabbi, like Mr. 
Jung, was subjected to pressures from 
the lav leadership. 

With Mr. Juneg’s departure it is 
inevitable that Mr. Lederman wil! 
have to take over more of the execu- 
tive work of the Federation, and he 
is. indeed, fortunate in being able to 
rely on a loyal band of paid junior 
officials, including one or two rela- 
tives, who have joined the Federation 
in recent years. 

Mr. Lederman has, since assuming 
the Presidency, become the “ strong 
man” of the Federation, and grouped 
round him in the Executive are a 
loyal band of supporters. Opposition 
elements have, over the years, been 
eliminated, but these will have an 
opportunity to re-establish a bridge- 
head in the forthcoming elections 
next May. 

Burial Rights 

Whoever succeeds Mr. Jung will 
face tremendous problems. Foremost 
is the problem of the empty syna- 
gogues, the non-functioning houses of 
prayer which exist only on paper and 
are closed even on the Sabbath, whose 
Presidents live miles away in the 
North-Western suburbs, and whose 
“members” pay their subscriptions 
only because of the desire to preserve 
their burial rights. There is also the 

roblem of the young people in East 

ondon and ensuring that they 
secure a Jewish education. Whether 

oungsters can be recruited by a 
eee ul of elderly rabbis who speak 
only Yiddish and have little contact 
with the public is highly doubtful. 

Despite the redundancy of many of 
its East End synagogues the Federa- 
tion has undertaken several Dew 
building projects. Some of them are 
in North-West London and are justi- 
fied by the growth of new com- 
munities. But also included is an 
elaborate, and presumably costly, 
structure on the site of the Philpot 
Street Great, off the Commercial 
Road. This will comprise a syna- 
gogue, communal centre, classrooms. 
and mikva—and all round stand the 
empty synagogues of a bygone 
generation. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETY REORGANISES

An ambitious ten-point programme 
for reorganising and strengthening the 
working of the United Jewish Friendly 
Society was announced by the Grand 
President, Bro. R. J. Harris, at a 
special meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
held at 33 Seymour Place, London, 
on Sunday.

“ News Letter” and “ New Leader,” 
redistribution of membership, enrol- 
ment of new members, the Youth Sec- 
tion, and propaganda. These com- 
mittees would work on their own and 
woukl be responsible only to the 
Hon, Officers, who would in turn 
keep the Council committees informed 
of the progress made. This would 
relieve t on, Officers of some of 
their burdens and allow them more 
time for work among the Lodges. 

Speaking of the “contentious 
resolution of the Executive Council 
placed before the annual conference 
with regard to the four Lodges that 
had not finalised agreement with the 
Centralisation of Benefit Funds Com- 
mittee,” Bro. Harris announced that 
satisfactory arrangements had either

The exception was the United Old 
Boys’ Lodge No. 78, which hac 
refused to meet the negotiating com- 
mittee for any kind of talks. letter 
had been sent to the Lodge reques'- 
ing the handing over “of such an 
amount as our central funds are 
entitled to.”

From Whitechapel to Aldermaston

There are only a few grey hairs 
on his temples, and his ready and 
engaging smile and a twinkle in his 
eves behind the spectacles give him 
extremely youthful 
Had I not been expecting him in his 
own house, just outside the strictly 
suarded and fenced-off compound at 
Aldermaston,- in Berkshire, I would 
have hardly guessed that the man who 
came (late) to dinner was, in fact, the 
Director of the A.W.R.E.. who will 
henceforth be in scientific and 
administrative control of all its 
tromic work.

To Be Pitied or Praised ? 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Children who had combined reli- 
£i0us with secular education could 
grow up to help to solve the greatest 
problem of our age—the moralisation 
of science, said Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, 
the Principal of Jews’ College, on 
Sunday. He was addressing the chil- 
dren of the Shaare Torah Institute at 
their eighth annual prizegiving. Mr. 
S. Yudkin presided. 

The divorce of science from religion 
had led to the present-day tragedy, he 
continued. Through science, man had 
learnt to control matter but not the 
“ beast in him.” The moralisation of 
science was only possible through 
religion. 

Dr. Epstein told the children to 
continue. their spiritual training 
throughout their lives. Neglect of this 
was responsible for the “ aimless drift 
among the thoughtful as well as the 
thoughtless ” in the community. Even 
some of the most gifted young Jewish 
people were leading a “ meaningless 
existence,” and became as a result 
“angry young men.” Such problem- 
children deserved pity rather than 
praise. 

The Principal of the Institute, the 
Rev. J. Halpern, reported that the 
number of pupils had risen to 43, . All 
but six of them were over the age of 
13, and mid-week attendances were 
“very good.” 

The prizes were distributed by Mrs. 
Epstein. and the prizegiving termin- 
ated with the presentation to each 
pupil of Dr. Epstein’s latest book, 
Judaism.”

PARENTS ACCUSED OF NEGLECT

Parents were blamed by Mr. Harold 
Levy last week for the poor state of 
the classrooms in which children were 
taught Hebrew. He was replying to 
a question raised at a symposium on 
education, hekd by the Chaim Weiz- 
mann group of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, at Eton Court, Eton 
Avenue (the home of Mrs. M. Freed- 
man), 


The Chairman, Mrs. J. Gokikorn, 
had complained that the London 
Board held classes in badly heated 
rooms. To this Mr. Levy replied that 
the London Board was only respon- 
sible for the provision of teachers 
and text-books. The local community 
had to provide amenities. He criti- 


cised parents for not interesting them- 
selves in their children’s education. 

Mr. Levy said that he had visited 
classes where children were trying to 
read in badly lit classrooms. “ But 
parents don't seem to worry about 
their children’s eyesight.” 

Mr. Henry Shaw, the Director of 
the Hillel Foundation, spoke of the 
difficulty of interesting people in 
youth work. He would be “ very sur- 
prised” if 1 per cent of the commu- 
nity were interested. All that con- 
cerned the average Jew was 
“ Zionism and charity.” 

The third contributor to the sym- 
posium was Mrs. Olga Alman, Direc- 
tor of the Home and Child Depart- 
ment of the F.W.Z. She emphasised 
the importance of teaching a child 
Judaism at home from the earliest 
possible age.

TRADE MISSION TO ISRAEL

The increased rate of immigration 
into Israel was referred to by Mr. 
Eric JouNSON (Con., Blackley) in the 
Commons on Tuesday of last week. 
He suggested that, in view of this 
increase, a trade mission should be 
appointed to visit Israel to study the 
possibility of expanding trade. 

Mr. J. K. VAUGHAN-MoRGAN, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
replied that trade between Israel and 
Britain had increased substantially in 
recent years. The President of the 
Board of Trade (Sir David Eccles) 
did not feel that a trade mission was 
called for at the present time.

“EMPTY PEOPLE MAKE 


EMPTY SYNAGOGUES”

Why pray? That was the ques- 
tion that confronted Rabbi Dr. Louis 
Jacobs, when he spoke to a packed 
and enthusiastic audience of students 
at Hillel House on Tuesday. He was 
addressing the inaugural mecting of 
Yavneh, a group set up to study the 
attitude of Judaism to the problems 
of modern life. Mr. G. Morris 
presided. 

Rabbi Jacobs said that the urge to 
worship derived from man’s sense of 
wonder at the power that ruled the 
world, a power which manifested 
itself during every second of life.

All had hours of Eng- 
lish lessons daily. In the evening 
they listened to lectures of the 
camp university” from English 
friends and leading inmates. Yet, 
perhaps, the most impressive thing 
about the camp was the entertain. 
ment talent. There was a_first- 
class orchestra, a first-class dance 
band, singers and comedians from 
the best Viennese cabarets. They 
played for the public at all the 
neighbouring seaside towns. includ- 
ing Margate, Ramsgate, Deal. and 
Dover, and made the Kitchener 
Refugee Camp a most popular 
institution. Through that popu- 
larity it was possible to find places 
in Kent as domestic helps for some 
hundreds of the refugees’ wives. 
and homes in various parts of the 
country for hundreds of _ their 
children. 

When war broke out in Septem- 
ber the men in the camp were al! 
technically enemy aliens. There was 
some wild talk of internment. But 
our committee soon convinced the 
War Office that here was a force 
of eager allies. At first they were 


only allowed to volunteer for the | 


Pioneer Corps, and the Kitchener 
Camp became the training centre 
for all the alien companies. Lord 
Reading was appointed com- 
mandant of the training centre, and 
five alien companies went over to 
France during that winter. More 
than half the members of the camp 
volunteered. 


Alien Soldiers 


In May, 1940, after the collapse 
of Belgium, Holland, and France, 
the prospects of the invasion ot 
Britain made it dangerous for alien 
soldiers, who were liable to be 
treated as traitors if taken by the 
Germans, to remain on this classic 
invasion coast. The Pioneer Train- 
ing Centre was removed to the 
West Country, and the civilian 
members of the Kitchener Camp. 
who had not enlisted, were interned 
in the Isle of Man. The camp itsel! 
was taken over by the army, and 
later by the Royal Marines, and 
part of Mulberry Harbour was 
constructed there. 

Of the 10,000 refugee soldiers in 
the Pioneer Corps, a large numbe: 
transierred to the combatant units 
as soon as they had the chance, 
and gave an excellent account o! 
themselves. The sense of comrade- 
ship of the volunteer aliens has 
been kept for 20 years by the 
Ex-Servicemen’s Club N.B., which 
meant originally “ non-British,” but 
later “naturalised British.” The 
camp played great part .n 
winning the full sympathy and co- 
operation of the British people for 
the refugees,

REMOVING PREJUDICE. IN 
WEST GERMANY 


Federal Minister’s Pledge 


From our Correspondent 


BONN 

A pledge that the Federal Govern- 
ment will support to the full every 
campaign to secure the removal of 
intolerance and prejudice in West 
Germany was given by the Federal 
Minister of Justice, Herr Schaeffer, 
in the Bundestag (Lower House of 
Parliament) here last week. 

The Minister said that racial hatred 
could not be prevented or removed 
through legal measures only, since 
it always formed part of an 
éndividual’s inner attitude. That atti- 


tude could possibly he changed 
through nation-wide campaign 
against racial hatred and prejudice, 


through intormation and enlighten- 
ment. and through the education of 
the entire people jn the spirit of 
tolerance and mutual understanding. 

Racial outbreaks, he added, must 
be punished, and he was confident 
that the projected Federal law against 
incitement to hatred and intolerance 
would create an_ effective legal 
basis to combat anti-constitutional 
tendencies, 


New Nationalist Group 


Herr Schaeffer was replying to a 
Parliamentary question in which a 
Deputy had voiced concern at con- 
tinued manifestations of racial hate 
in the Federal Republic. An indica- 
tion of increased neo-Nazism was the 
formation in Kamberg last weck of 
@ new ultra-Nationalist party, com- 
prising members of various radicalist 
groups, calling itself the Free Socialist 
People’s Party. 

Its Chairmen are Hugo Jungmann, 
a former prominent member of the 
neo-Nazi German Reich Party, and 
Schoenborn, once a_ leading 
member of the German Society and 
the German Reich Party and still 
Chairman of the German-Arab 
Society. He is considered to be one 
of the most active and dangerous 
neo-Nazis in the Federal Republic. 

The Society is believed to have been 
the sponsor of an antisemitic leaflet 
entitled “Hinaus aus Palaestina !” 
(Get out of Palestine !) distributed by 
Arab students at Marburg University. 
‘the students were severely repri- 
manded by the Rector, who forbade 
further distribution of the leaflet. 

Not only students. however, but 
voung and old in all walks of life 
are being subjected to the poison of 
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antisemitism. In  Diisseldorf and 
other large cities one can buy long- 
playing records of Nazis’ speeches and 
songs. The records are not made in 
Germany but are being imported from 
the United States ! 


Mild fines imposed on antisemites 
appear to have had the reverse of a 
deterrent effect. In Passau a house- 
wife was fined 200 marks (about £17) 
for calling her non-Jewish neighbour 
married to a Jew a “Jewish swine,” 
and another local woman appeared 
before the courts after telling a neigh- 
bour that not enough Jews had been 
gassed by the Nazis. A Berlin school- 
master is to be tried for allegedly 
making similar remarks in a public- 
house, 


Ex-Nazi Judge 


The West Berlin Senator of Justice, 
Dr. Klieger. has denied accusations 
both by Christian Democrat and 
Social Democrat members that Nazi 


tendencies are spreading in West 
Berlin judicial circles, He .admitted, 
however, that investigations were 


being conducted into the activities of 
two local public prosecutors and one 
judge who were members of a Nazi 
People’s Court during the war. 


The latest Jewish cemetery to be 
desecrated is that at Amberg, in the 
South-East of the Federal Republic, 
where swastikas have been smeared 
on the walls together with such 
slogans as “Juda Verrecke!” (Perish 
Judah!) The local police authorities, 
taking their cue from previous 
incidents elsewhere. say that the 
Communists may be responsible. 


In contrast to the delay in expedit- 
ing indemnification to victims of 
Nazism in dire distress, former Nazis 
are apparently finding no difficulty in 
securing monetary benefits. The 
former Hitlerite mavor of Bad 
Wildungen, and local district leader 
of the Nazi party, Rudolph Sempf, is 
to receive 3,600 marks (about £300) 
compensation from .the local council 
for the confiscation of some of his 
furniture and clothing by the 
American occupation forces. He 
originally claimed 16,000 marks.

Demand in Congress

WASHINGTON 

A possible decrease in the United 
States foreign aid programme for the 
coming fiscal year may adversely 
affect Israel. There appears to be a 
Strong and growing demand in Con- 
gress to cut the foreign aid pro- 
gramme for which President Eisen- 
hower has requested $3,500,000,000. 

In the current fiscal year Israel will 
have received about $7,500,000 in 
economic aid under the programme. 
In addition the Jewish State also 
received a $15,000,000 loan under the 
loan development plan, as well as 
agricultural commodities. 

It is expected that Isracl will make 
a strong appeal to the U.S.A. for 
greater assistance in the coming year 
to enable her to cope with the new 
immigration of East Europeans.

Difficult

JERUSALEM 

By 48 votes against 28 the Knesset 
has given a first reading to a Bill 
which—if passed—would make it 
more difficult in the future to change 
the present electoral system of pro- 
portional representation to one of 
constituency elections. The Bill was 
submitted by Dr. Nahum Nir (Achdut 
Avoda). 

Mr. Ben-Gurion and his party, 
Mapai, have long tried to change the 
electoral system. Other parties. 
including those in the Government. 
have opposed their proposals. 

The Bill provides that no changes 
in basic laws can be brought about 
by a referendum-—as is proposed b 
Mapat—but must be carried throug 
by an amendment in the Knesset. 
Such an amendment could be carried 
through only if passed by a majority 
of votes of the Members of the 
Knesset—at least 61. 

Mapat speakers strongly attacked 
the Bill. which, they said. was 
unparliamentary in spirit. Opposition 
speakers countered this by alleging 
that Mapai was opposed to having 
any constitution.

FESTIVAL 


Orchestra’s 


Triumphant Venture 


From PETER GRADENWITZ 
Tet Aviv 

Ihe Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
has staged what amounts to Israel's 
first full-scale opera festival by 
giving performances of Verdi's 
“ Falstaff,” of a quality the like of 
which this country has never before 
experienced. 

Many attempts had been made by 
previous Israel opera companies— 
opera has been a regular feature of 
musical life in Palestine ever since 
1923—to persuade the I.P.0. to devote 
part of its activities to operatic per- 
formances, but nothing came of these 
Negotiations. From time to. time, 
however, operatic excerpts or com- 
plete operas were presented by the 
Philharmonic in concert form, until 
Carlo Maria Giulini last year con- 
ducted a semi-dramatic performance 
of Rossini’s “ Barbiére.” 


Resounding Success 


The resounding success of this ven- 
ture, and the great reception given to 
Dimitri Mitropoulos’s concert  per- 
formance of “ Tosca,” persuaded the 
1.P.O. that the time was ripe for a 
full-scale dramatic performance. An 
opera was chosen that a resident com- 
pany could’ never hope to -present 
because of its inherent difficulties, but 
which the music-loving public of 
Israel would surely appreciate— 
Verdi’s crowning masterpiece “ Fal- 
staff.” A cast of ten singers was 
recruited by Giulini, most of whom 
had already sung together in this 
opera demanding perfect team-work, 
an orchestra pit was installed in the 
Fredric R. Mann Auditorium in Tel 
Aviv, and February was set aside for 
the series of performances. 

The Israel National Opera appealed 
to public bodies, Government 
authorities, and the press against the 
venture. It was argued that operatic 
activity on the part of the LP.O. 
would affect the opera’s box office 
receipts, as the Opera could never 
invite foreign ensembles. The Ministry 
of Education and Culture seems to 
have accepted the rather parochial 
view, and a notice duly appeared in 
the Israeli papers announcing that the 
Chairman of the Interministerial Com- 
mittee on Foreign Artists’ Imports 
had informed the I.P.O. that in future 
no foreign currency would be allo- 
cated for drama performances by the 
Orchestra. The I.P.0. denied receiv- 
ing any such letter. The Orchestra 
will, in any case, not depend on 
Governmental aid for meeting the 
cost of inviting foreign artists. 


High Standard 


The performance itself was a 
triumph for the singers, the stage 
director, the conductor, and the 
1.P.O. In presenting a genuine festi- 
val performance the I.P.O. established 
a new standard in this field (just as 
it did when forming the first profes- 
sional symphonic ensemble in the 
country in 1936), and the venture 


|} should be recognised by the authori- 


ties as one of the highest educational 
value. Carlo Maria Giulini, conduct- 
ing without score, realised the won- 
derful human message and humour of 
the score, and Fernando Corena was 
an unsurpassable Sir John. Walter 
Monachesi as Ford, Mario Spina as 
Fenton, Mario Carlin as Bardolph, 
Angelo Mercuriali as Dr. Cantus, 
Enrico Campi as Pistol, Iva Ligabue 
as Mistress Ford, Mariella Adani as 
Anne, Oralia Dominguez as Mistress 
Quickly, and Fernanda Cadoni as 
Mistress Page, made an ensemble that 
could not be bettered on any 
stage. Franco Zeffirelli directed the 
performance, and the Tel Aviv 
choreographers Mia Arbatova and 
Mia Pick staged a delightful forest 
scene in the final act. The chorus 
was provided by Garry Bertini’s 
excellent “ Rinat Choir.” 

The Israeli public showed its sup- 
port of the venture by purchasing all 
tickets for the first nine performances 
a few days after they had been 
announced. The audience at the 
opening gala performance, which was 
under the joint auspices of the Italian 
Ambassador to Israel and the Israel 
Tenth Anniversary World Committee, 
gave the Italian and Israeli artists a 
prolonged ovation. 


DRUSE DOCTOR

HAIFA 

Celebrations have been held in the 
Druse village of Kafr Yarka, in 
Western Galilee, to mark the gradua- 
tion of the first Druse student from 
the Hebrew University’s Hadassa 
Medical School, 

The graduate, Dr. Hammad Khalil, 
aged 28 years, and the son of a 
farmer, is now a house surgeon at 
the Rambam Hospital. 

Among those who congratulated 
Dr. Khalil were Mr. Bechar Shitreet 
(Minister of Police) and professors of 
the Hebrew University. 


HE year 1958 was not 
remarkable for immugra- 


tion into Israel. Some 
28,000 people entered the 
country, while the number of 
those who left the country per- 
manently totalled 15,000. The 
first signs of a new wave of 
immigration from Eastern 
Europe, mainly from Rumania, 
have produced mixed feelings— 
both of satisfaction and anxiety. 
Although Government and 
Jewish Agency spokesmen have 
been announcing various esti- 
mates of the number of immi- 
grants expected in 1959, nobody 
really knows much about it. 
What can be said is that some 
15,000 immigrants came between 
August and December, 1958, 
and 5,700 in January, 1959, 
mostly from Rumania and other 
European _ satellites. 
assumed that about 80,000 
immigrants are likely to reach 
Israel during the current year. 
This is not a very large num- 
ber in proportion to the existing 
population, and there have been 
far larger increases in the past. 
During the three years from 
1934 to 1936 Mandatory Pales- 
tine received and completely 
absorbed some 150,000 immi- 
grants mainly of Central Euro- 
pean origin. This meant that 
the existing Jewish population 
was increased by 50 per cent. 
During the first years of the 
State's existence immigrants 
came in at the rate of over 
160,000 per year (twice the 
estimated number of 80,000 for 
1959) and a far larger propor- 
tion of the existing population 
than the four per cent that these 
80,000 would constitute. The 
philanthropic and other financial 
contributions from abroad were 
certainly not larger than they 
are now. 


* 


Yet official anxiety and public 
concern are more profound now 
than they were during previous 
immigration crises, There is a 
widespread feeling that some- 
thing is wrong both with the 
methods of financing the absorp- 
tion and the ways of spending 
the funds raised. If far-reaching 
changes are not made in time, 
it will hardly be possible. to 
contemplate large-scale immigra- 
tion, 

The official attitude is that the 
absorption should and can con- 
tinue to be _ financed and 
implemented through the “ tradi- 
tional” methods of philan- 
thropic aid from abroad and 
by increased governmental, or 
“ public,” economic activity at 
home. Now gifts and loans at 
their present level of some 
$350,000,000 per year are fully 
taken up to keep the State 
functioning at its present level,

financing the final absorption of 
earlier waves of immigrants.

Meanwhile the 
Israeli population has to provide 
the Treasury and the Agency 
with emergency contributions 
through higher taxes of every 
description and loans, voluntary 
and otherwise. It is hoped such

an Israeli effort, if duly pub- 
licised, would have a_ great 
elfect on the “appeals” among 
the Diaspora Jews. Large dele- 
gations of Israeli dignitaries, 
including Cabinet Ministers, 
army colonels, and party leaders 
of different hues, are to be sent 
to Jewish communities abroad 
to rouse them to greater muni- 
ficence.

The Jewish Agency has 
launched an “Immigration 
Loan™ of 1£20,000,000 inside 
Israel. The loan is supported by 
all the pressure the authorities 
can bring to bear. Respon- 
sibility for collection is “ sub- 
divided * among various national 
organisations and groups. In 
some places of employment, 
contributions are deducted from 
the wage-packet. Until now 
some 1£12,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed and it is believed that 
the full sum may be reached 
before Passover. However, 
Jewish Agency and Govern- 
ment requirements for transport 
and housing alone of the 
immigrants expected in 1959 
are estimated at between 
1£180,000,000 and 1£200,000,000. 

There are, however, those 
who reject the official approach, 
and question both the wisdom 
and the possibility of the present 
methods of financing and 
absorbing immigration. They 
maintain that the four milliard 
dollars of “ unrequited imports ” 
and other free resources 
received by Israel since the 
foundation of the State should 
have been more than enough 
for a real and final economic 
absorption of the immigration, 
leaving income received from 
abroad during 1959 to cover 
the costs of housing and absorp- 
tion of this new wave of immi- 
gration, since Israel's annual 
unrequited income is_ several 
times larger than the 
1£180,000,000 required now by 
the Government and Jewish 
Agency. If many immigrants 
from earlier waves are still not 
absorbed in economically gain- 
ful occupations, and this has 


never been denied, the reason 
lies in the country’s economic 
system and economic policy. 

No one begrudges defence 
expenditures, but the main cause 
of the deficit can be shown to 
lie in Over-expenditure on main- 
taining an inflated standard of 
living, in the establishment of 
non-competitive State and 
“public” enterprises without 
any economic justification for 
the sake of a superfluous bureau- 
cracy, and other expenditures 
and subsidies designed to pro- 
mote and safeguard an “ assisted 
economy.” The costs of pro- 
duction in most branches of the 
national economy are so high— 
and according to the “ National 
Budget” estimates of the Bank 
of Israel they are still rising— 
that a real economic absorption 
in competitive production is 
hardly conceivable. For the 
same reason Israel is unable to 
attract capital from abroad: 
and Western Jews would rather 
make contributions to Israel 
than try to invest here on a 
business basis. survey 
recently published by the U.N. 
Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs shows that the 
productivity of an average 
Israeli industrial worker is only 
half the West European’s, 
whereas his real income is 
higher than that of the French 
and the German wage-earner. 
There could be no. greater 
indictment of the present 
régime. 

* 


Critics of the present econo- 
mic policy, which prevents 
immigrant absorption, agree on 
broad essentials. The regular 
State budget should be slashed, 
bureaucracies deflated,  sub- 
sidies abolished, taxes decreased, 
the currency stabilised at a 
realistic level, foreign exchange 
controls—with their innumerable 
“rates "—dismantled, _produc- 
tion costs lowered by freer 
competition; and a more efficient 
wage system. The Develop- 
ment Budget should be chan- 
nelled into expanding worth- 
while production. In this way 
saving will be encouraged, a 
healthy capital market re-estab- 
lished, and channels for busi- 
ness investment and ‘real 
absorption quickly — created. 
Such an economic system might 
promote Jewish investment 
from abroad. 

Even now, the lessons have 
not been learned. Money is 
being sought to transport and 
house the immigrants, but no 
one troubles about how they 
can be absorbed into the 
economy. But the economic 
problem becomes increasingly 
urgent while the possibility of 
immigration from Russia looms 
in the distance.

THE GOOD PEOPLE OF SAFAD

One meets Mr. Abraham Hacohen, 
the 46-year-old Mayor of Safad, with 
a sense of surprise. Safad _ is 
renowned in Jewish history as the 
centre of the Cabbalah and of intense 
rabbinic activity.

The Mayor spoke with pride of the 
famous artists’ colony in Safad, and 
ointed out that the artists do not 
ave to pay rent or rates for their 
houses—and the council even repairs 
the houses for them when necessary. 

Mr. Hacohen has been on a visit 
to this country since December as 
the guest of the British Council to 
study local government.

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ECONOMICS OF 
ISRAEL 


MR. ELIEZER LIVNEH'S eriti- 
cism of Israeli economic policy, in 
an article on page 16, deserves 
serious consideration. His thesis is, 
briefly, that Israel would be 
capable of absorbing the new 
immigration from Rumania with 
the expenditure of only a fraction 
of her annual income from abroad 
had she made better use of the 
substantial funds she has already 
received and were her economic 
and social system less wasteful and 
more productive, 

The article may come as a shock 
to many readers. Though these 
views are quite common jn Israel 
itself, and can be found in Hebrew- 
Janguage publications, Israelis have 
often been too sensitive to accusa- 
tions of “washing dirty linen in 
public” or “adversely affecting 
fund-raising” to express them to 
non-Israeli audiences. If, however, 
world Jewry is to be called upon 
to make ever-increasing contribu- 
tions to Israel it has not only the 
right but even the duty to take 
an interest in the way Israel con- 
ducts her economic affairs. 


Impressive though they are, the 
grandiose headquarters buildings 
of the Histradut in many parts of 
the country have been going up at 
the same time as Jews abroad have 
been expected to find the money 
for housing immigrants. Mapai, 
the principal Government Party, 
has recently announced its inten- 
tion of spending several million 
Israeli pounds on setting up Party 
clubs for youths and _ adults 
throughout the country; only a 
fortnight ago jt was announced that 
a costly Party club, with modern 
recreational facilities, would be set 
up in Beersheba. The large sums 
involved must be drawn in one way 
or another out of the economy. 


Though in most of the instances 
above the funds involved come 
from the Histadrut or the Jewish 
Agency, these problems are the 
proper concern of the Israeli 
Government no less than of the 
World Zionist Organisation, since, 
as Mr. Rubner’s article on page 19 
points out, the Government ts 
rapidly assuming control over the 
Semi-autonomous party groups 
which have been running their own 
“empires” in the Histadrut and 
Jewish Agency. The absence of 
adequate priorities for expenditure 
is accompanied, as our contributor 
Suggests, by an inflated standard of 
living. The Israeli Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry's recent admo- 
nition to industrialists not to grant 
the wage increases demanded by 
the trade unions (whose leaders 
represent his own party) is, there- 
fore, a hopeful sign, since on 
previous occasions Mr. Sapir has 
advised the industrialists to make 
concessions “for the sake of 
industrial peace.” 

Support by Diaspora Jewry for 
Israel is still vital. But fund- 
raising exhortations should clearly 
be no substitute for a practical 
policy on Israel's part to make her 
economy more viable and thus 
minimise, jn time, her need for aid. 


FUTURE OF THE 
FEDERATION 


DEVOTED as Mr. Julius Jung’s 
Services to the Federation of Syna- 
Rogues have been, it would be 
unrealistic to evoke suggestions of 


“dropping the pilot”—for the 
pilots function has been the 
preserve of successive presidents. 


It would correspond more closely 
to the valuable rdle he has played 
in the Federation's affairs to com- 
pare him to the keel of the ship, 
the element which, out of sight, 
helps to keep the vessel on a steady 
course ; and his function has been 
the more important since the 
steersmanship has been erratic, the 
crew quarrelsome, and the vessel 
liable to drift into sudden and 
ferocious storms. 


Now that one known stabilising 
influence has been removed, one 
fears that the Federation will 
follow an even more erratic course. 


Obviously it has passed its heyday. 
Before the First World War it per- 
formed a useful function for the 
Jewish immigrants to the East End, 
helping to give them a place and 
a Stake in the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. If between the wars it 
had not become the victim of 
shortsighted leadership, it might 
have adapted its rdle to the changes 
in social conditions ; but even now, 
when the East End has become a 
shadow of its former self, there 
are tasks which it could perform 
for the considerable Jewish popu- 
lation still living in that part of 
London. Even if it did not conceive 
of any loftier mission, the Federa- 
tion retains jts functions as a 
Burial Society, though the evidence 
Suggests that the humble folk who 
contribute their pence for that 
purpose come far down in the 
scale of consideration. 


Unfortunately, all 
tents suggest that the institution 
is coming under the personal 
control of its President, and, 
though Mr. Lederman’s skill in 
breasting the trickiest currents js 
not to be doubted, he has yet to 
reveal a capacity for constructive 
leadership. AS a _ Special corre- 
spondent shows this week, impor- 
tant offices have been allowed to 
go unfilled and funds are being 
accumulated for no apparent pur- 
pose, 

The obvious course would be for 
the Federation to be merged with 
the United Synagogue. While the 
latter would hardly welcome so 
indigestible a body, it might be 
public-spirited enough to accept it 
sO as to save communal assets 
from further deterioration. But 
the United Synagogue are as 
unlikely to take forcible measures 
of acquisition as the leaders of the 
Federation are to relax their grip. 
However, unhappy as conditions in 
the Federation may be, the mem- 
bers are still in a position to assert 
themselves, if only they show suffi- 
cient interest. The apathy of the 
Synagogue representatives on the 
Federation Council is largely 
responsible for the present state 
of affairs. Elections will take 
place in May. Even if they do 
not result in the replacement of 
the present administration, they will 
be of great value to the Federation 
if they bring to its Council a 
Vigorous opposition capable of 
offering a constructive challenge to 
the policies of the present régime.

“A WARNING BELL” 


CHANCELLOR ADENAUER’S coura- 
geous statement on the need to 
educate the younger generation of 
Germans their recent 
history will be received with the 
deepest satisfaction by Jewish com- 
munities everywhere. It ranks 
together with the financial agree- 
ments as proof of the desire of the 
present leadership of the German 
federal Republic to make repara- 
tion for their nation’s recent past. 
As the Chancellor pointed out, 
this programme of -re-education 
will plav its part in eradicating 
antisemitic feelings and incidents. 
Of recent months these incidents 
have received considerable publi- 
citv the world over and have pro- 
perly aroused the concern of 
Jewish organisations. They iustify 
the Archhishop of Canterburv's 
grim reference to a “ warning 
bell” at this week's annual meet- 
ing of the Council of Christians 
and Jews. Yet thev would not 
have gained the publicity they did 
were it not for the German deci- 
sions to prosecute the offenders. 
Surely no one doubts that ample 


cases could be found in other 
Western countries were _ the 
authorities inclined to prosecute. 


The vosition is further complicated 
bv the use which has been made 
of antisemitism in Germany as a 
pronaganda weapon against the 
Adenauer Government by those 
who have either shown themselves 
insensitive to antisemitic manifesta- 
tions in Communist countries or 
even denied or condoned them. 
Dr. Adenauer’s statement should 
therefore serve as a reminder that 
care must be exercised not to allow 
verv natural feelines to be exnloited 
by the enemies of Jewry against the 
verv leaders who have been most 
active in the struggle against 
antisemitism. 


FOG OVER STOCKPORT 


THE pall of smoke which greets 
the traveller's eye as he passes 
Stockport can be no blacker than 
the pall of depression which has 
settled on those members of the 


Stockport Hebrew Congregation 
who were prepared to “shut up 
shop” because of the difficulty of 
finding a minister. Less defeatist 
counsels have prevailed, and the 
shock treatment of a threat of 
congregational suicide may lead to 
a restoration of health. Yet it is 
disheartening that a _ proposal 
should have been seriously made to 
dissolve a congregation which, 
though small, is larger than some 
which function effectively, and is 
comparable in size to the young 
congregations in Basildon and 
Harlow whose enthusiasm was 
described in our last two issues. 
Moreover, the Stockport congrega- 
tion, far from being isolated, sits 
on the doorstep of the second 
largest community in the country. 
It would be interesting to know 
whether Stockport has ever sought 
Manchester's help, and, if so, what 
the response has been; also, 
whether the use of a part-time or 
student minister (Manchester has a 
well-attended yeshiva) has been 
put to it. We have still to face 
up to the implications of the fact 
that the sources from which we 
were accustomed to find synagogue 
officials have been cut off. The 
resultant problems are felt first by 
the small congregations, and they 
are least able to devise solutions. A 
vigorous drive to bring recruits to 
the ministry, to break down the 
barriers which prevent congrega- 
tions organising on a_ regional 
basis, and to encourage qualified 
laymen to make the service of the 
synagogue a part’of their occupa- 
tion might help. It can come only 
from the central authorities of the 
community, and they have shown 
little signs of moving. 


THE HAHAM 


THE ancient and proud congrega- 
tion of Spanish’ and Portuguese 
Jews is arising, shaking itself from 
the dust and defying the mortality 
which used to be predicted for it. 
Immigration from the East has 
increased its numbers and, if only 
by creating problems, has brought 
fresh life. With the decay of other 
authorities and the spread of the 
Sephardi Diaspora, more Sephardim 
turn for guidance to the Haham of 
a congregation which is renowned 
for the antiquarian fervour of its 
adherence to tradition. Dr. Gaon 
has risen to the occasion. Instead 
of. restricting his activities to the 
performance of the stately ritual of 
Bevis Marks or Lauderdale Road, 
he has hustled by aeroplane through 
Africa and the Americas attending 
to the needs of his dispersed 
brethren. Following Wesley he has 
taken the world as his parish, and, 
even though some of his members 
feel that a Haham’s world ends 
with his parish. the congregation as 
a whole will feel proud that their 


spiritual chief is extending his 
reputation and contacts—and 
theirs. Dr. Gaon’s diversion from 


narrowly congregational duties can- 
not be nearlv as great as that which 
was entailed by his predecessor's 
scholarly and public work, and if 
there is any question of maintain- 
ing his office in the dignity proner 
to its world-wide status and provid- 
ing assistance for congregational 
duties. the vehidim could doubtless 
provide the funds without needing 
to over-extend themselves.

poor be conducted by a board of 
guardians, constituted of delegates 
from the three city congregations, 
and the following gentlemen were 
appointed delegates on behalf of 
the Great Synagogue:—DMessrs. FE. 
Alex, Samuel Moses, Lewis Jacobs. 
Joseph Lazarus, S. A. Jonas, Jacob 
Waley M.A., and Lionel L. Cohen. 
These gentlemen were requested to 
obtain the*co-operation of the New 
and Hambro’ synagogues, and a 
sum of money was voted to be 
placed at their disposal for the 
ensuing twelve months. We under- 
stand that the above named gentle- 
men have already held a preliminary 
meeting, at which Mr. E. Alex was 
elected chairman pro tem. of the 
board, and Mr. L. L. Cohen, hon. 
sec. pro tem. Communications were 
at once opened with the other two 
city congregations, and on_ their 
co-operation being secured. the 
board will be at once constituted 
for business,

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THIS YEAR’S JAFFA SEASON 


By MOSHE LEVIN 


(Chief European Representative, Citrus Marketing Board of Israel) 


P to February 20 of this 
year over five million cases 


of citrus have been exported 
from Israel to our traditional 
markets. From this quantity ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom com- 
prised over fifty per cent, which 
indicates that this year the United 
Kingdom will absorb a larger pro- 
portion of Israel's citrus exports 
than during the past few years, 
when the U.K. share was between 
38 and 41 per cent. 

The crop, according to recent 
estimates, is larger than was antici- 
pated a few months ago, and it 
now appears that we may reach 
between 9,500,000 and 10,000,000 
cases of citrus for export, as com- 
pared with 8,000,000 cases last 
year. Although our crop this year 
is bigger and the quality of the 
fruit is excellent—the fruit being 
sweet and juicy—the price that it 
is fetching is disappointing: it is 
lower than that of last year and 
the year before, 


Spanish Competition 


The Spanish groves, producing 
oranges which are Jafla’s main 
competitors, are now recovering 
from the effects of the severe frost 
which affected them in February, 
1956. In consequence of this frost, 
in 1957 the exports from Spain to 
all markets were only 300,000 
tons. In 1958 the exports from 
Spain amounted to 900,000 tons, 
and this year they anticipate 
exporting 1,100,000 tons. It is 
natural, therefore, that with 
increased supplies from Spain, as 
well as from the other Mediter- 
ranean producing countries such as 
Morocco, Algiers, Italy, and 
Cyprus, competition is becoming 
keener. 

There are, according to market- 
ing experts, additional factors 
which influence the prices realised 
by oranges from all sources this 
year, and the principal reason ts 
the enormous crop of local apples 
and pears, which are still abundant 
at low prices. This is true not only 
of local crops in the United Kuing- 
dom but all over Europe. Whereas 
last year the shortage of apples 
helped to boost the sale of citrus 
fruit, this year the situation is 
reversed. In addition, the fact that 
hire-purchase restrictions have 
been removed, enabling the house- 
wife to acquire new household 
appliances, IV sets, motor cars, 
and even holidays on the “ never- 
never ” scheme, which has imposed 
long-term obligations on the family 
budget, has, in combination with 
other factors, contributed to the 
restriction of money for house- 
keeping purposes. 


Selection and Grading 


Under such competitive condt- 
tions it is essential for a supplier 
to offer high quality goods, and 
with this aim in view we have 
made tremendous progress in 
improving the selection and grad- 
ing of our fruit, improving its 
appearance by washing and wax- 
ing, and using fast, well-ventilated 
ships which can land the fruit in 
sound condition and enable the 
housewife to buy Jaffas which are 
fresh, appetising, and attractive. 

Furthermore, we are backing 
our sales by an intensive publicity 
campaign, based on scientific sur- 
veys and consumer research in the 
United Kingdom market. These 
surveys give us an indication as to 
the best media through which to 
advertise our particular product 
and the type of advertising that 
would appeal to the various 
sections of the community, accord- 
ing to social group, age, sex, etc. 

Although the big chain stores 
throughout the country are very 
useful outlets for our fruit, by far 
the majority of Jaffas are sold 
through the smaller retail stores 
(which number over 140,000 in the 
United Kingdom) covering every 
small town and village in the 
British Isles, 

To cut transport costs the 
fruit is landed in the principal 
ports, including London, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Hull, Southampton, New- 
castle, Bristol, and Cardiff, so that 


port can supply its surround- 


ing district, avoiding the necessity 
for long-distance haulages from one 
part of the country to the other. 
The scientific assessment of each 
port’s absorptive capacity gives us 
an indication of the quantity to be 
loaded for discharge in each par- 
ticular port. 

It is the close co-operation 
between our Head Office in Tel 
Aviv and the United Kingdom 
office, which is the principal Euro- 
pean nerve-centre of the Citrus 
Marketing Board of Israel, which 
ensures regular and _ balanced 
supplies to the United Kingdom 
and to all our other European

markets, Germany has this year 
taken second place on the list of 
importers, followed by Sweden and 
the other Scandinavian markets, 
but, with increasing crops in future 
years, Orange growers in all parts of 
the Mediterranean are hoping that 
before long the Iron Curtain will 
be lifted and its enormous absorp- 
tive capacity, which will then be 
open to trade with the West, will 
enable us to re-establish contact 


with old consumers who are we!’ 
acquainted with the Jaffa orange. 
and grapefruit of pre-war days. 
To be a farmer in any part © 
the world one must be prepare. 
for hard work and perseveran 
against the hazards of nature i> 
one form or another, and the 
Israeli citrus grower is no exceptio: 
to this general rule. He, too, ha- 
to face, at times, drought and, on 
the other hand, heavy storms, hail. 
and excessive rain which damage 
his crops. This year there was the 
added risk of locusts, which for-. 
tunately were destroyed by the 
spreading of bait on the ground 
by air from specially equipped air- 
craft. There are numerous other 
pests that endanger the life of the 
citrus tree and which constantly 
have to be combated, but also in 
this sphere Israel has made great 
progress and, during the last few 
years, in reply to appeals, Israc! 
sent its experts to Brazil and 
Nigeria to teach the orange 
growers there how to improve 
their groves and fight these pests. 
We have also made great strides in 
destroying certain harmful pests by 
breeding and developing the 
growth of other pests. which 
devour those damaging the citrus 
groves—in other words, using the 
weapons of nature herself. 


Research at Rehovot 


The Agricultural Centre at 
Rehovot has made a name for 
itself throughout the world, and 
the research. work that is carried 
out by Israeli scientists is held in 
very high esteem by agricultur- 
ists all over the world. 

It is this combination of 
scientific advancement, coupled 
with enterprise, suitable climatic 
conditions, and an efficient market- 
ing organisation, which has given 
Israel such a valuable export pro- 
duct, bringing her the hard 
currency she so sorely needs.

AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS 


BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE KEPORTER 


© the uninitiated the term 
“Israeli agriculture ~ usually 
brings to mind orange and 


lenvon groves, or grapefruit sea- 
ments in tins with’ gay labels. 
However, although the citrus 
crop is the most Important item in 
Icrael's export programme, the State 
‘s making rapid strides in the culti- 
vation of other kinds of crops. 
Since its establishment 450 new 
agricultural settlements have been 
rounded, the irrigated area has 
spread rapidly, and Israel is now 
self-sufficient as far as her basic 
crops are concerned. Statistics 
prove that agricultural roduction 
during 1958 was over three times 
that of 1949-—the first complete 
vear of Israel's Statehood. 
~ tt was from Mr. M. Paran, Agri- 
-yiiural Attaché to the Israeli 
Embassy in this country, that I 
learned some of the details of 
Israel's amazing progress in the 
sphere of agricultural development, 
and of the experiments that intro- 
jJuce new crops to the country— 
and eventually to the export market 
year after year. 


Out-of-Season Vegetables 


Recause Israel's seasons do not 
-oincide with ours, she is able to 
supply us with various fruits and 
vevetubles at a time when our 
home-grown varieties are non- 
existent and only limited supplies 
are available from other countries. 

Israeli new potatoes, for instance, 
and fresh carrots are an asset to 
our depleted markets during the 
winter months before bulk consign- 
ments begin to arrive from other 
lands. At a time, too, when Euro- 
pean tomatoes are as rare as rubies 
the Isracli market is flooded with 
tomatoes. 

Also fairly new to the export 
field, but auguring well for the 
future, is the grape crop. Israeli 
table-grapes come to us mainly 
during July, when the grapes nor- 
mally sent from other countries are 
in short supply. At present Israel's 


grape surplus—once her home mar. 
ket has been  satisfied—is fairly 
small. However, once the new 
vines planted recently in the Jordan 
valley and Gilboa areas begin to 
bear fruit the grape export trade 
will assurediy flourish likewise. 
Particularly popular with British 
consumers are Israeli melons. and 
shipments of this typically Orienta! 
fruit are increasing with each pass- 
ing Season. Honeydew melons are 
especially well known in both 
London and provincial markets. 
Apart from tasting good, they can 
be stored for long periods, and have 
the added advantage of reaching us 


in advance of those from other 
countri¢s. 


Exotic Foodstuffs 


More exotic and less familia: 
foodstuffs now finding their way 
into our shops include aubergines. 
capiscums (green peppers), and 
avocado pears. Other crops, such 
as strawberries and pomegranates. 
asparagus and artichokes are stil! 
in the experimental stage, but the 
outlook for their expansion seems 
hopeful. 

Because Israel has a_ varied 
climate, which ranges from the sub- 
tropical to the almost tropical, 
crops which one would normally 
associate with Africa and the Far 
East can be grown there. Rice is 
now being cultivated by means of 
sprinkler irrigation, and. experts 
believe that the country will be self- 
sufficient in this crop within two 
or three years. Developments are 
being made in the export of 
bananas, 1,400 tons of which were 
shipped to Greece, Yugoslavia, and 
Malta during 1958. But perhaps 
the most sanguine hopes of all are 
pinned on the groundnut and cotton 
crops, both of which feature among 
Israel's newest and most rapidly 
increasing exports. 

Israel is now growing groundnuts 
for table use, and their size and 
flavour have placed them among 
the best in the world and helped 


them to achieve second place— 
immediately following  citrus— 
among all the irrigated crops in the 
State. The area under groundnut 
cullivation has jncreased from 250 
acres in 1948 to 15,000 acres in 
1956, and will probably expand to 
25,000 within the next two or three 
years. Today the yield stands at 
4,400 pounds per acre—a figure 
which is the highest in the world. 
One of the main consumers of 
Israeli groundnuts is the United 
Kingdom, which in 1957 imported 
1,000 tons (valued at £125,000), 
amounting to a quarter of Israel's 
export crop for the year. 

Other up-and-coming Israeli 
crops include cotton,* tobacco, and 
Sugar-beet, while the sale last year 
of nearly 200,000,000 eggs (as com- 


pared with only 8,000,000 in 1957) | 


to such countries as Greece. 
Cyprus and Malta, Italy, Switzer- 
land and France, Spain and Ger- 
many, added 5,500,000 dollars to 
Israel's coffers. Eggs are not 
exported to this country, Mr. Paran 
told me, as we already have as 
many as we need, 


Isracli Flowers 


This brings me to a commodity 
which nobody actually needs, but 
most people like to have. Those 
who had always, like me, looked on 
Holland as the centre of the flower 
and bulb industry, may be surprised 
to know that Israeli gladioli bulbs 
are noi only considered superior fo 
the Dutch varieties but have the 
added advantage of producing two 
crops a vear, while Holland has 
Only one. Last year 10,000,000 
gladioli bulbs were exported to 
England, Germany, Switzerland, 
Sweden, and America, in addition 
to narcissi, Wedgwood jrises, and 
a Special variety of Israeli iris 
named Nazareth. 

From this survey u« would seem 
that before long many of us will be 
wearing Israeli cottons, smoking 
Israeli cigarettes, driving our 
neighbours distracted by cracking 
Israeli peanuts in the cinema, and 
watching Israeli flowers sprouting 
in qur own English gardens.

best gazoz (soda water),” the people 
of Karkur say. But because the 
water supplied a large district there 
was little for domestic use until 
four years ago, when the Karkur 
local council dug its own well for 
use by its own inhabitants, and 
since then housewives, too, have 
had enough. 

Mr. Shepherd works his farm 
himself with the help of two hired 
labourers all the year round, and 
extra seasonal workers during the 
picking season. He owns a tractor 
and a jeep, and knows enough 
about them to do his own minor 
repairs. 


The Seasons 


His year is divided, like that of 
all owners of orange groves, into 
seasons of manuring and preparing 
the trees, their blossoming, fruit- 
bearing, picking, and = in 
between he tends his other fruit. 
Just now the trees are heavily 
laden with their bright fruit—too 
bright because of the lack of rain 
and sunshine. The pickers move 
along the rows with their bags slung 
over their shoulders and small 
pliers, singing as they work. From 
the bags the fruit is transferred into 
wooden boxes and taken to a pack- 
ing station in Hadera, where it is 
examined and divided into three 
categories : the best for export, the 
medium for local consumption, and 
the remainder for canning and 
juices. 

Once upon time farmers selected 
and packed their own fruit, and 
on Mr. Shepherd's farm there is 
still a large shed which used to 
serve as the packing station and is 
now a_ storehouse. Today his 
responsibility ends after the fruit 
has been picked and sent to a 
central packing station. His only 
additional interest is to support the 
Citrus Marketing Board in_ its 
annual fight with the Ministry of 
Finance to obtain for citrus owners 
the same rate of exchange (1£2.65 
to the dollar) as exporters of indus- 
trial goods receive. But the 
Treasury always beats them down! 


Nevertheless, the Shepherds are 
very well satisfied. They live in a 
three-room house: two bedrooms, 
a living-room, a_ dinette and 
kitchen, lavatory and shower. It is 
tastefully furnished and has a large 
garden all round, which is the 
special task of Mrs. Shepherd, who 
also. looks after about thirty 
chickens kept in a run at the back. 

The family are growing up.

SUNSHINE IN 
TINS 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


T™ first thing that caught 
my eye when I came out of 
the foggy street into the Vic- 
torra offices of S. & S. Services, Ltd., 
was a large bottle of orange juice. 
Golden, and somehow radiant, it 
glowed like a mirage on a desk in 
the reception room. It seemed to 
bring into fogbound London all 
the warmth and sunlight of the 
Israeli orange groves. 


Of course it was not really a 
mirage. It was, in fact, merely a 
sample of the wares handled by 
the firm, which is the sole United 
Kingdom agent for the Citrus and 
Canned Products Association in 
Tel Aviv, an organisation repre- 
senting ten of Israels main 
exporters of citrus by-products. 

Until I met Mr. L. C. Pickering, 
the Director of S. & S. Services, 
Lid., | had had no idea that these 
by-products were so varied, or 
that the humble orange or grape- 
fruit could be put to so many 
ingenious uses. Citrus squashes, 
recalling summer days; citrus 
juices, both raw and concentrated : 
essential oils and pulps used in the 
manufacture of marmalade : 
candied and dried peels; and 
orange and grapefruit slices canned 
im sugar syrup—all these are only 
a few of the products included in 
the Citrus and Canned Products 
Association’s list of processed 


Preventing Wastage 


The golden globes hanging in the 
citrus. groves of Israel are, of 
course, destmed primarily for fruit 
bowls m other lands. But, owing 
to the caprices of nature, the fruit 
iS not always suitable for export 
in its original form. Sometimes it 
is blemished or misshapen, some- 
times too small, and sometimes too 
large. (Somehow, I had never 
looked on_this last as a fault, but 
Mr. Pickering assured me that it 
was. “ When oranges are only two 
to the pound,” he told me, “ eating 
one seems like an extravagance.’). 
By taking over the unsaleable fruit 
from the growers, and thus prevent- 
ing wastage, the processors are 
playing an important rdle in the 
economics of the citrus industry as 
a whole. It is an arrangement 
which makes for mutual benefit. 

Probably the most important of 
the citrus by-products, and cer- 
tainly the one which is exported in 
the greatest quantity, is concen- 
trated orange juice, which is 
shipped mainly to the United King- 
dom, and also, though to a lesser 
extent, to various other European 
countries. 


Britain’s Record 


Chief among its buyers is the 
British Government itself, which— 
under the Welfare Foods Service 
—distributes the golden fluid to 
young children and expectant 
mothers. The Government, which 
holds the record of being the 
largest single buyer of Israel's con- 
centrated orange juice in the world 
today. has been a customer of the 
State for the past fifteen years. Not 
even the Arab-Israeli War and the 
resulting period of tension between 
the two countries could deprive 
British babies of their Israeli 
Vitamin C, 

An exceptionally high standard 
of production technique and 
hygiene is required for a market 
of this kind, and Mr. Pickering 
told me that the Israeli canners ful- 
fil all the necessary demands. Their 
factories are among the best 
equipped and most up-to-date in 
the modern world. Most of the 
plant used in the processing of 
citrus by-products is, incidentally, 
of Israeli design and manufacture. 

Apart from supplyimg orange 
concentrate to the British Govern- 
ment the Israeli canners are also 
major suppliers of both concen- 
trated and natural fruit juices 
(either in cans or large casks) to 
various soft drinks industries in the 
United Kingdom and on _ the 
Continent. A more recent develop- 
ment has been the manufacture of 
citrus squashes, which are now 
being exported mainly to European 
countries. Germany and Scandina- 
via are, by the way, among the 
newest markets for citrus products.

ISRAEL 
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ORANGE 


N the village of Karkur, near 
Pardess Hanna, the Shepherd 
family live on a large farm, pro- 
ducing citrus (and other fruits) for 
export to Britain and elsewhere. 
They have lived here a long time, 
and their story is the story of Isracl. 

It began in 1912, before the pre- 
sent occupants were born. In that 
year a group of Zionists in Britain 
got together and decided to give 
practical expression to _ their 
Zionism by buying land in what 
was then Palestine. They formed 
the First London Ahuz Company, 
and they chose Karkur as the area 
in which to make their purchases. 
Each shareholder paid L100, a 
mighty sum at that time, and 
obtained 100 dunams of land, a 
sizable farm —but the price of the 
land has increased a hundredfold 
since then. Among the share- 
holders was the family of Ezra 
Shepherd. The intention was that 
either they or their children should 
go out and cultivate the land. 


Little Experience 


Events, however, overtook them. 
[he First World War broke out and 
prevented any emigration, Immedi- 
ately afterwards a few of them did 
go out to Palestine to inspect their 
property, which had in the mean- 
time been cultivated by Arabs. 

Only a handful came in this pre- 
Balfour-Declaration period, the 
livst group of British Jews to be- 
come Zionists in Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
meaning of the word! But they 
were too few in number and too 
little experienced in agriculture. 
[here were. no elaborate 
arrangements for helping new- 
comers with advice or loans as 
there are nowadays. Karkur did 
not therefore prosper, and these 
lew struggled unavailingly. 

By 1925 they were ready to 
admit tailure and decided to cut 
their losses. They transferred part 
of their holdings to the Keren 
Kayemet, which settled people on it 
und tormed Kibbutz Ein Shemen. 
A collective settlement of people 
pooling their resources and abilities 
and sharing their losses had more 
chance of sufvival tn the ‘twenties 
than individuals trying to wrest a 
living from an often reluctant soil. 

In the meantime young Ezra 
Shepherd, born in Swansea, had 
reached the age of sixteen and 
decided to come out to Palestine 
with a view to taking up work. 
ultimately, on the family’s holding 
in Karkur. First he went to Mikve 
Yisrael Agricultural School, just 
outside Tel Aviv, and the oldest 
of its Kind in the country-——perhaps 
still unique. 

In 1934 he wanted to go on to 
the Hebrew University to continue 
his studies. Promises were then 
held out for the establishment of a 
lacully of Agriculture—but those 
promises were not to be imple- 
mented till fifteen years later. And 
so, instead, Ezra came to Karkur 
immediately, and dt the age of 
nineteen began cultivating his 
family’s farm. 


Total Loss 


He had seventy of the original 
hundred dunams of land, and 
divided this into part orange groves 
und the rest arable farming. He 
was “one of the bachelors” of the 
district, and lived in one room, 

And then the Second World Way 
broke out and farming became a 
total loss. Ezra quitted Karkur, 
leaving One man to keep an eye on 
the farm, and went to Jerusalem, 
where he was employed by the 
British Army (as a civilian). The 
man in charge just managed to keep 
the orange grove alive, but without 
making any income out of it. 

The war ended, and Ezra Shep- 
herd returned to his farm. The 
State came into existence, and just 
before and after was a period of 
somewhat chaotic conditions. Much 
needed to be done to the land and 
money was scarce, but the need for 
every kind of growable food was 
very great. Ezra did not give up 
oranges, but he branched off also 
into all sorts of other fruit which 
could have a local sale and provide 
some money. 

He managed to make a bare liv- 
ing—bread and margarine, not even

butter, his wile interjected. For in 
the meantime Ezra had married a 
sabra_ girl, Menucha, who came 
from a farming family in Rehovot 
and had had agricultural training. 

Matters slowly improved as time 
went on and the new State of Isracl

NE of the heartening 
QC) iss about the import 

mto Britain of Israeli wine 
is that an imcreasing number of 
Gentiles have become regular pur- 
chasers. It may at one time have 
been the case that only Jews—for 
sentimental reasons—bought wine 
produced in Israel and, previously, 
Palestine. This is no longer the 
case. 

It has always been the contention 
of importers of Israeli wine that 
the product is as good, of its type, 
as is to be found anywhere in the 
world. Connoisseurs have claimed 
greater virtues for some famous 
vintages from France and Italy, 
but it is too easily forgotten how 
much cheaper are the Israeli pro- 
ducts from Rishon L'Zion or Petah 
Tigva and other renowned cellars. 
Anyone buying a bottle of Israeli 
wine nowadays is certainly helping 
the Israeli economy, but he need 
not feel that he is performing a 
charitable act. He is getting very 
good value for his money. 


Wine at Simchas 


In view of the recognised quality 
of Israeli wine and the pressing 
need to help Israel's development 
one would-have presumed t at 
all Anglo-Jewish gatherings Israeli 
wine, if not exclusively used, would 
at least be predominarit. This is 
still not the case. Although it is 
no longer true that the wine lists at 
Jewish gatherings are always with- 
out Israeli wine, it is still a regret- 
table fact that many organisers of 
Jewish functions, even those con- 
nected with Israel, omit to imclude 
Isracli wine. They should remem- 
ber that wine production in Israel 
is an important and vital part of 
Israel's economy. An expanding 
market for Israeli wine has an 
effect on the Government's ability 
to absorb the thousands of immi- 


1 have always had considerable 
admiration for the British importers 
and retailers of Isracli wine. They 
are, of course, business men, but 
business men with a deep love for 
the Land of Israel and for Jewish 
traditions. The founders of the 
firms in London were all remark- 
able men. Their descendants have 
inherited some of their qualities. 
Some of these firms have been 
more successful than others, some 
import more than others, and some 
have adopted more modern 
methods for selling the products 
and bringing them to the attention 
of the public, but all have a deep 
faith in Israeli wine. 

Palwin, Zigmond, Chaikin (Boz- 
win), Frumkin, Israel Wines, and 
other smaller firms are intimately 


-bound up with the history of 


modern Palestine and with the rise 
of the new State of Israel. Palwin 
is, Of course, synonymous with the 
famous wine cellars of Rishon 
L’Zion and Zikhron Ya’aqgov estab- 
lished in 1882 by Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild. Many awards have 
been given to the Palwin brands. 
And the brands of the other firms 
have also won much praise and 
many honours. 


The Israeli Celfars 


It is a pity that tourists im Isracl 
are not more encouraged to visit 
the cellars of Rishon L’Zion, 
Zikhron Ya aqov, or Petah Tiqva. 
the work being carried out there 
is of fascinating interest. 

Baron Edmond de_ Rothschild 
showed great foresight when he 
founded the Israeli wine industry. 
For many years he personally 
encouraged every possible 
means—financial and moral—the 
development of a wine industry. 
He knew that such an indusiry 
was an essential part in the life of 
any Jewish community in the Holy 
Land. 

Today the wine industry of 
Israel is well organised and 
flourishing. Great efforts are coa- 
stantly being made to maintain 
and, where necessary, to improve 
the standard of Israeli wines. 
There is little doubt that the quality 
has improved. Israel is proud of 
her wines and — They are 
winning mew admirers daily all 
over the world.

THE FASHION 
ORANGES 


FROM A SPECIAL 


NDIA contends with the Bur- 
mese Peninsula and Southern 
China for the honour of being 
the orange’s birthplace. There is 
a theory that the efrog may have 
been brought to Palestine on the 
return from the Babylonian capti- 
vity, but the orange was totally 
unknown to ancient Mediterranean 
agriculture, although the [ater 
Greeks and Romans were familiar 
with the citron. Some time before 
the ninth century the Arabs car- 
ried the orange from Hindustan to 
South Western Asia, and by the 
end of that century the bigarade 
(bitter orange) seems to have been 
well known to that people. 
Once its journeyings had 
the orange spread very rapidly in 
the wake of the Mohammedan 
conquests. In Arabia it was not 
cultivated until the beginning of 
the tenth century, when it was 
planted in Oman. About the same 
time it was brought to Palestine, 
Mesopotamia, and Syria, and 
spread with the Arab warriors to 
Africa, Spain, and Sicily. By the 
twelfth century the bigarade was 
flourishing all over the Levant, and 
the returning Crusaders brought it 
from Palestine to Italy and 
Provence. 


Natural Protector 


There is no mention of the sweet 
orange in the literature of this 
time, and the fruit appears to have 
been introduced into Europe some 
centuries later. Even in Palestine 
its cultivation was delayed until 
the discovery that the sweet orange 
had a natural protector in_ the 
bigarade, which was better able 
to stand up to cold winds. Graft- 
ing on bigarade stock also proved 

im strengthening the 
sweet variety, and the Jaffa orange 
of today owes a good deal to its 
“big brother.” 

It would be interesting to know 
whether the oranges im the magni- 
ficent dowble portrait of Arnolfini 
and his wife (1434) are sweet or 
bitter. Obviously Jan Van Eyck 
put them im because the shapes and 
colour are just right im that parti- 
cular place im the picture. But was 
there an additional reason? Were 
they imcluded because they were 
very rare and so evidence of 

mirror om the back 
wall and the fur om the sitters 
clothes? 

Very probably the last thing the 
Arnolfinss thought of doing with 
their oranges was to eat them. 
They may have been used as 
pomanders—a fashiom which was 
all the rage im England in the 
following century. Cardinal 
Wolsey is reported as “ holding in 
his hand a very fair orange where- 
of the meat within was taken out, 
and filled up again with the part 
of a sponge, wherein was vinegar 
and other confections against the 
pestilent airs: the which he most 
commonly smelt unto, passing 
among the press, or else he was 
pestered with many suitors.” 

Seville oranges were often used 
in this way, or dried and stuffed 
with cloves and other spices ; they 
were considered a precaution 
against the many infections of the 
time, and courtiers studied the art 
of manipulating them as carefully

as did the bucks of a later date 
“the nice conduct of a clouded 
cane.” Orange pomanders y= 
in many Tudor portraits, and there 
was a curious revival of this — 
in the century n 
many of “best people ™ made 
a pomt of being depxted with an 
orange. 
Oranges as a food became 
lar im Charles L's day, parti- 
cularly as a snack jm the theatre. 
But the story that Nell Gwynne 
sold them in Drury Lane is almost 
certainly untrue. She herself 
denied #, and her worst enemy 


could never have accused her of 
a lack of frankness about her past 


flower powder, and Lord Conway 
is said to have sent to Paris for 
his wife's supplies of this and other 
cosmetics, including bear's greasc. 

In 1700 England imported 
orange-flower water to the valuc 
of £454. It must have been almost 
unique among the cosmetics of the 
time in being beneficial. Horace 
Walpole frequently laments the 
use of white lead for the com- 
plexion which, he declared, “ killed 
Lady Coventry and others.” 

The orange has always been of 
considerable importance in the 
perfume industry, which uses 01! 
from lemon and orange rind, 
another of distilled from orange 
leaves, and yet another made from 
the flowers of both sweet and bitter 
oranges. A hint of orange appears 
im many of the great French pcer- 
fumes, but quantities are as 

-guarded a secret as the new 
dress designs from the famous 
Paris houses. 

Aid te Health 


It is difficult for us today to 
realise just why the importance of 
lemons and oranges went unrecog- 
nised for so long. It was not until 
1795 that the Royal Navy recog- 
nised the necessity for lime or 
lemon juice as a preventive against 
scurvy. 

Many years later the Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1867 ensured that 
British ships 
countries where lemon or lime 
juice could not be obtained were 
required to take with them sufficient 
to give one ounce to every member 
of the crew daily. 

Coming down to very much 
more recent times we find the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica of 191! 
remarking that “the free con- 
sumption of this fruit (the orange) 
in the large towns of England dur- 
the winter moaths has doubtless « 
very beneficial effect on the healt) 
of the people.” The science 0! 
dietetics and nutrition after a ver) 
slow start has made enormo.s 
strides in the last fifty years and 
has had a tremendous effect on 
positive health. Here, particular!) 
among children, the orange has 


played a great part. 
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O far as Anglo-Jewry is con- 
cerned, a stage has been

Transport Charges 


Do you agree that the main 
obstacle to large-scale visits to 
isracl is the high cost of transport, 
and do you think something can 
be done to bring the return fare 
within the reach of the pocket of 
the man-in-the-street ? 

Yes, I do agree with you. One 
must, of course, remember that the 
high cost of transport is basically 
due to the fact that Israel is much 
further away than the Continent. 
However, the first step in reducing 
the regular air fare was taken this 
winter. when, based on inclusive 
arrangements, the air fare part of 
the tour was (and, until March 31, 
still is) about £36 cheaper than the 
normal cost. There were certain 
conditions attached to this scheme 
which I hope the air carriers will 
do away with next year, so as 
further to facilitate winter travel 
to Israel. Even then, the cost is 
still too high for the average man- 
in-the-street. 

My opinion is, therefore, that 
until development in aviation is 
such that air fares are drastically 
reduced, the only possibility ol 
promoting large-scale traffic for 
people of modest means ts through 
chartered flights. An enterprising 
travel agency or organisation

ing 4 non-luxury ship whose prices 
could be kept relatively iow for 
people within this category. 

Do you think there is any pros- 
pect of a direct and regular sea 
service being established from 
England to Israel ? 

To the best of my knowledge. 
there is nO immediate plan for a 
direct sea service between England 
and Israel. At present, as you 
know, those who prefer the sea 
voyage go to Marseilles, but some 
use the comfortable cargo/pas- 
senger ships which sail from U.K. 
ports. I understand that a direct 
passenger service from Southamp- 
fon to Haifa would necessitate a 
journey of 8 to 9 days (double the 
travelling time from Marseilles). 
which would considerably increase 
the cost of the trip. It would thus 
be uneconomic for Zim or any 
other shipping company to run it. 

Is there any prospect of some 
equalisation of the value of money 
in respect of prutot in relation to 
the pound for holiday-makers’ use 
only ? 

_ The present rate of exchange of 
live Israeli pounds to one pound 
sterling is an advantageous one to 
the visitor. Furthermore, in order 
to prevent any increase in the cost 
of stay to the tourist. the Govern- 
ment of Israel is subsidising hoxels 
so that prices have remained 
almost stationary since 1956: this 
despite the fact that the cost-of- 
living index in. Israel has risen 
since then. 

Is there any prospect of the 
chartering of a ship to take a large 
number of young people from 
England to Isracl at a very low 
rate ? 

1 think the best way of realising 
such a project would be by charter- 
ing a non-luxury ship which would 
leave from Marseilles, and that the 
journey to the port should be made

by rail. I do hope that a leading 
travel agency, or group of travel 
agencies (Or organisations), will take 
the initiative in realising a project 
of this kind. 


To what extent have the Youth 
Hostels been successful, especially 
as some of the reports that I have 
received seem to indicate that they 
are just a little too primitive, 
although, undoubtedly, very low 
priced ? 

It is rather puzzling that you 
Should have received such reports. 
This could have been the case some 
years ago, but now, with one or 
two exceptions, the Youth Hostels 
in Israel are housed in modern 
buildings with very good all-round 
facilities. Only the other day | 
met some English boys who had 
Stayed at the Louise Waterman 
Wise Hostel in Jerusalem, and | 
heard trom them glowing reports 
of the facilities which this and 
other Hostels offer at a minimum 
charge. Your readers might be 
interested to know that two new 
Youth Hostels have been opened 
recently, one in Safad, Upper 
Galilee, and one in Elath, on the 
Red Sea. There are thus altogether 
14 Hostels in Israel : four in the 
Galilee area, three in the Haifa 
area, one near Tel Aviv, four in 
the Negev, one in Jerusalem, and 
one just outside it. The Isracl 
Youth Hostels is a member of the 
International Youth Hostels Asso- 
ciation. With regard to cost, it is 
only about 2s. 6d. per night for 
people of 18 and over and Is. 8d. 
per night for the 15 to 18s. 


What has been the outcome of 
the winter campaign for holidays 
at reduced prices ? 


The advertising campaign for 
winter holidays in Israel which 
featured the new reduced fares has 
shown encouraging signs of suc- 


cess. Neat summer and autumn a 
larger-scale campaign will be con- 
ducted to put Israel on the map 
of winter tourism. 

Is anything being done to make 
the Customs and other formalities 
on arrival in Israel, both at Lydda 
airport and Haifa harbour, less 
onerous ? 


Ihe facilities at Lydda Airport 
have improved considerably within 
the last vear. Visitors to Israel 
who are in a position to compare 
have. no doubt, noticed the change 
for the better. 

Ihe Israel Government Tourist 
Corporation, in conjunction with 
the civil aviation and othei 
Government departments, have 
made strenuous efforts. to simplify 
and speed up the formalities. In 
Haifa Port, although there has been 
some improvement. more will have 
to be done before a satisfactory 
state of affairs is achieved. The 
present situation is due first and 
foremost to building congestion. 
and it is hoped that building 
changes in the port will make it 
possible for passengers to pass 
quickly through customs. 

Is there any prospect of an 
electrification of the railway to 
afford a quick and cheap service 
between Tel Aviv and _ coastal 
towns and Jerusalem ? 

I am not aware of any plans, at 
present. to electrify the railways in 
Israel. Their development in recent 
years has been a source of great 
satisfaction to those responsible for 
their running and to the general 
public, including tourists. Trains 
in Israel today are run on modern 
Diesel engines which have actually 
more than halved travelling time, 
as compared with only a few years 
ago, 

How can a visitor to Israel who 
has no personal friends or relatives 
there get together with the people ? 


Enjoy that summer fun and fitness now 


Quite easily. Israelis love meet- 
ing and chatting with tourists. They 
will go out of their way to make 
the visitor comfortable and satis- 
fied.

During your visits to Israel you 
have no doubt seen the beautiful 
Mediterranean coastline —110 miles 
of it stretching from Ascalon in 
the south to Nahariva tn the north 
Ihe sandy beaches and hotels. 
situated on or close to the sea 
front. make ut an ideal place tor 
anyone wanting just to rest, stun- 
bathe, and enjoy himself tn a lazy, 
casual manner. 


Kibbutz Evenings 


For almost every tourist. a visit 
to a kibbutz is a “ must.” 

Visitors who carinot take advan- 
tage of the guest-houses can spend 
an “evening at a kibbutz.” which 
is organised for them by the 
Government Tourtst Information 
Offices in Israel. A similar scheme 
is in Operation for visiting army 
camps “somewhere in Israel ~ and 
seeing Israeli soldiers, oF 
airmen in traimuing. 

Colourful folk-lore evenings are 
arranged periodically. giving 
visitors an opportunity of meeting 
immigrants hailing from 70 dif- 
ferent lands. It is also possible 
for tourists to meet the Mayors of 
Jerusalem. Tel Aviv. and Hatfa, 
who hold receptions specially for 
them every fortnight. 

All these can be arranged with 
the help of the Government Tour- 
ist Information Offices. 

What are the prospects of the 
tourist traffic to Israel in 1959, 
after the success of 1958 ? 

Judging by the public's general 
interest. and furthermore by the 
actual trend of bookings through 
travel agencies, 1959 should prove 
a very good year for the British 
tourist traffic to Israel.

million. the cultural needs were 
never neglected. The Tel Aviv 


Museum, the Habima Theatre, and 
the Philharmonic Orchestra grew 
up to satisfy. the needs of the 
people created with money col- 
lected in all sorts of ways. The 
latest in this series is the Mann 
Auditorium, which not only at 
long last gives a proper setting for 
the Orchestra, but is a centre for 
many other activities. 

In education, too, the town has 
not been backward, despite the 
fact that under the Mandatory 
system the Jews had to find their 
own means to pay for education. 
The Herzlian Grammar School, 
the first Jewish secondary school in 
the world. was established in 1906, 
when Tel Aviv was still only an 


idea. And now. in its fiftieth year, 
Tel Aviv is acquiring its own 
university. It is being erected in 


the north of the city on an area of 
112 acres at a cost. of over 
[£25,000,000, The biological 
institute and School of Law are 
already functioning, and in the first 
stage it is intended to complete the 
Music Academy, Pedagogic and 
Law Faculty, Institute of Natura! 
Sciences, Workshops, and Labora- 
tories, 

A new City Hall is also being 
built and will 
departments, now spread out in 
various parts of Tel Aviv and Jaffa.

Overcrowding 


Closely built and thickly popu- 
lated, Tel Aviv has no space now 
for one-family houses (except in 
some of the far-outlying quarters), 
and the town is one of apartment 
houses, three, four, five storeys 
high, and occasionally higher. 
Though a few wide avenues arc 


still left, Rothschild, Nordau, 
Chen, Keren Keyemet, in the 
main the streets are crowded 


and narrow and buildings so close 
together that in the summer 
months, when almost everyone is 
to be seen on his or her balcony, 
it is sometimes difficult to know 
whether one is living in one’s own 


or one’s next-door neighbour's 
flat. Nevertheless, the noise and

ISRAEL’S “ WHITE GOLD ” 


From our Own Correspondent—Jerusalem 


OTTON is now grown on 

15,000 acres in Israel. Many 

previous attempts have been 
made to grow this crop in the Holy 
Land but only now is such a large 
area of land involved. 

Even now, however, the difficulties 
have not been overcome. The per- 
sistent pest which attacks this t 
and the drought which hit the 
country this winter make it unlikely 
that the cotton area will be enlarged 

Modern cotion growing in Israel 
dates back to a time just before the 
First World War. A_ group of 
Egyptian Jews then planted a few 
acres. They did not continue with 
the experiment because nobody 
wanted the cotton—there were no 
cotton gins to separate fibres from 
seeds, nor was there a_ textile 
industry in the country.. Twenty 
years later the Jewish Ag tried 
to grow the crop in the Valley of 
Jezreel, but for various reasons 
quickly abandoned the attempt. 


High Hopes 


k was not until 1953, under the 
impact of Statehood, that a more 
determined effort was made. Mr. 
Sam Hamburger, of California, 
planted an area of 75 acres as an 
experiment. This first cotton planta- 
tion in the Beit Shean valley was 
named after him—Havat Shmuel. It 
is reported that when he brought a 
sample spray, showing the emerging 
white fluff from the plant, to Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the Prime Minister 
exclaimed that this “ white gold” was 
of the greatest importance to the 
future of the State. 

The success of that first venture 
raised high hopes. Thirty tons of 
cotton fibre were produced on those 
75 acres of land. In the next year 
the area was cautiously increased— 
250 acres in the Beit Shean valley, 
and SOO acres (the collective 
property of 25 settlements) in the 
coastal plain from Hadera to Saad 
in the northern Negev. This crop was 
sold to the local textile industry. 


The success of this effort led to 


the purchase of a large cotton gin, 
which was set up in Beit Shean. In 
1955S the area was increased to 
5,500 acres, which produced 2,200 tons 
of cotton fibre and 4,100 tons of 
seeds. These achievements led to the 
belief that the period of experiment 
was Over. 

This optimism was misplaced. In 
1956 cotton was planted on an area 
of 13,500 acres. But the dreaded 
pest. the spiny boll-worm, attacked 
the crop and seemed impervious to all 
known antidotes, 

Following the spraying from the 
ground and from the air—by special 
*planes—“ reasonable” control has 
now been achieved. But experiments 
are still going on. In 1957 the cotton 
area was increased to 12,000 acres, 
from which the yield was 4,060 tons 
of fibre and 6,744 tons of seeds. In

Picking Cotton in Israel 


Israel uses 10,000 tons of cotton 
annually. Just over 4,000 tons were 
grown in the country last year. It 
was originally planned that by 1962 
enough cotton would be grown for 
domestic use. This hope is unlikely 
to be fulfilled. 

Export presents other problems. 
Two types of cotton are being grown. 

The American va Accala, a 
medium staple cotton, was planted on 
14,250 acres last year and proved 
of very good quality—better, it is 
said, than any cotton which has been 
imported into the country. On the 
remaining 5,000 dunams the long 
staple eye called Pima was grown. 
A sample of worsted yarn spun from 
this cotton was sent to the Lancashire 
Cotton Corporation for testing in 
their laboratories. The report, after 
testing and comparison with American 
cotton, was as follows: “ Well spun 
yarn, semi-worsted, uniform, a little 
above average standard. Colour: 
considerably: above average standard. 
Strength: normal standard fibre of 
fine quality.” 

A renewal of relations between 
Britain and Egypt might mean that 
the market for Israeli cotton would 
not be so wide open. But perhaps 
even more important is the problem 
of expensive production in Israel. The 
price of water to farmers and the 
wages paid to pickers are much higher 
here than in Egypt. Israel depends 
therefore on producing better quality 
cotton and on higher yields. 


PEANUT VENDOR 
One of Israel's newest markets is 
that of peanuts, for which the main 


importer in this country is Percy 
Dalton. 

Israeli peanuts are claimed to be 
of unusually high standard, and the)

The case itself concerns the 
amount of compensation, or 
“<everance-pay, he will receive, but 
for the Israeli public the interest 
lies rather in the Histadrut’s palace- 
revolution, its after-effects, and 
implications. 

Kavenaki is one of a group, 
mostly of immigrants from Russia, 
who for twenty to thirty years have 
heen autocratic rulers of the Hista- 
drut'’s economic empire. His own 
sphere of direct responsibility was 
the Lime and Stone Production Co. 
itd.. which he turned into the 
country’s monopolist for paving 
stones. gypsum, marble blocks, 
lime. etc.; supplying more than 
three-quarters of these building 
materials. This monopolistic 
status was achieved gradually by 
swallowing up Arab competitors, 
private Jewish firms, and foreign 
investors. In 1953 in a dispute 
with the Israeli Government over 
ownership of the Negev quarries, 
Mr. Kavenaki succeeded in having 
his own way. Histadrut industrial 
magnates like Kavenaki, Hillel 
Dan, David Hacohen, Efter, and 
Verlinskit were Israel's best-known 
captains of industry,

Losing Power

Society) are- known to be under 
fire. In the journal of the 
Hamashbir the Histadrut leader- 
ship has been attacked for 
threatening to sack experienced 
managers. In the case of Tnuva 
the Histadrut, supported by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Jewish Agency, has taken the un- 
precedented step of undermining 
its monopoly position by permit- 
ling agricultural settlements to 
market their products also through 
other channels, a truly revolu- 
tionary measure, as it has always 
been a cardinal Histadrut law that 
co-operative farmers had to market 
their farm products through 
Tnuva or face severe punish- 


ment, even expulsion from their 
settlement. 


Lavon’s Influence 


All this is the result of the 1958 
Histadrut revolution which is 
associated with the names of 
Eshkol and Saphir—the two Chief 
Economic Ministers—and Lavon. 
General Secretary of the Histadrut. 
who is regarded by many as the 
Strongest person in the country 
after the Prime Minister. Indeed. 
Ben-Gurion, though appealed to by 
both sides in this internal Histadrut 
controversy, has refused to make a 
public stand in favour of either 
side. It was the Eshkol-Lavon- 
Saphir trio that decided to replace 
the whole Board of Solel Bonch 
at one go and to change managers 
of the lesser Histadrut trusts more 
gradually. The decision was 
implemented by Lavon, whose 
manner of carrying it out seemed 
unnecessarily offensive to many, 
but there will not be much public 
sympathy for the deposed mana- 
gers in their obvious distress 
because everyone remembers only 
too well how they acted when 
capturing a new economic field. 

Many suggestions have been 
made to explain the significance of 
this 1958 revolution. The official 
“ Lavon” explanation is that these 
changes are of a. structural 
character, that Solel Boneh was 
found to be a clumsy trust that had 


-to be split into smaller units, and 


that the old management had 
refused to accept the guidance of 
the Histadrut Executive. Some 
commentators have attempted to 
explain the changes in terms of 
pérsonal animosity. Now there 
has undoubtedly been considerable 
antagonism -between Saphir and 
Solel Boneh—and a full account

of it would show that neither 
the Histadrut nor Mapai, to 
which all these leaders and mana- 
gers belong, is a monolithic body

The more difficult question of 
carrying torches during blacked-out 
Friday nights, especially during the 
winter, was also raised in letters. 
One correspondent wrote that a Jew 
who carried a torch on the Sabbath 
committed three offences: (1) carry- 
ing, (2) kindling, and (3) muktsa 
(handling an object forbidden for 
Sabbath use). Another correspon- 
dent who favoured the carrying 
gave the succinct answer: ~ It is 
forbidden in the Talmud to commit 
suicide.” A third advised that the 
remedy for an Orthodox Jew was 
to stay at home on Friday nights. 


Zionist Congress 


Just before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities the 2Ist Zionist Congress 
opened, on August 16, at Geneva 
under the presidency of Menahem 
Ussishkin. The outstanding feature 
of that Congress was its outspoken 
resistance to the policy outlined in 
the British White Paper on Pales- 
tine which, sponsored by Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald, then 
Colonial Secretary, had been issued 
a few months earlier. But despite 
the serious disputes between 
Zionists the world over and the 
British Government, there, never 


was a shadow of doubt in the minds 
of the delegates at that Congress 
as to the attitude of the Zionists 
towards the European struggle 
which was then imminent. In his 
closing speech Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, his eyes brimming over with 
tears, declared that though they had 
their differences with the Govern- 
ment “the fight of the Western 
democracies is our fight and their 
cares are our cares.” 

At a press interview on the occa- 
sion of his 83rd birthday George 
Bernard Shaw is reported to have 
told the Dairy Express that “the 
Jews will be Hitler’s ruin in the 
long run, even if they perish with 
him—especially if enough of them 
perish with him.” 

The Cunard White Star liner 
Mauretania made her maiden trans- 
atlantic voyage during the period. 
It had a kosher kitchen larger than 
the Queen Mary's, and it had 140 
Jews on board when it left Liver- 
pool. The Greek ship s.s. Parita 
(180 tons), flying the British flag 
and carrying 850 Jewish refugees 
from Eastern Europe, arrived off 
Tel Aviv. It had been at sea for 
eleven weeks. The captain and 
crew disembarked in a lifeboat in 
mid-ocean and had left the passen- 
gers to navigate the ship to the 
shore. When the vessel arrived at 
Tel Aviv. British policemen waded 
into the water to bring in the 
women and half-naked children, 
who had not eaten a square meal 
for weeks 


The Leeds Jewish community 
celebrated its centenary. In Liver- 


pool the Shaw Street Synagogue, 
which was opened for Divine wor- 
ship in May, 1907, was closed 
down. A new synagogue in the 
Fairfield district of Liverpool was 
consecrated by the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Hertz. 

The well-known shop of Levy 
Bros., estublished as far back as 
1710, the matzo bakers, in 
Middlesex Street, London, E., was 
closed. They were the last bakers 
of “thin English” matzot which 
were baked with wood fuel. 


Deputies Presidency 


In December of that year there 
was a Change in the Presidency of 
the Board of Deputies. The 
occupant of that office for the 
previous seven years was Mr. (now 
Judge) Neville Laski, K.C. The 
leading article jn the issue, in which 
was published Mr. Laski’s notice 
of his intention to retire “for pro- 
fessional reasons,” pointed out that 
when he entered on his presidential 
duties in January, 1933, it was on 
the eve of a series of grave crises 
in European Jewish affairs. As 
each problem arose Mr. Laski had 
flung himself with extraordinary 
ardour into the performance of his 
duties. He had never spared him- 
self and made enormous sacrifices. 
All this burden, the article went on, 
he carried, together with the grim 
knowledge that he was jeopardising, 
through his devotion to the com- 
munity’s interest, a professional 
career which demands constant per- 
sonal attention. It was that know- 
ledge that compelled Mr. Laski to 
retire “for professional reasons.” 
On December 17, 1939, Mr. Laski’s 
resignation was accepted. and he 
was succeeded as President by 
Professor Selig Brodetsky. 


JEWISH BOOKS 
IN ARGENTINA 


From NISSIM ELNECAVE

Correspondent in Buenos Aires) 


RGENTINE Jewry is strongly 
A linked with Europe cul- 


turally and traditionally. 
This js quite comprehensible, for its 
European-born leaders are ever 
mindful of their ancestral heritage. 
The native-born generation has 
hardly any influence in public life. 

It is repeatedly averred that 
Argentina is a bulwark of Yiddish. 
This js true to some extent, though 
during the past ten years Spanish 
has gained a firm foothold in all 
Jewish institutions, except in the 
Kehilla and some synagogues. The 
Synagogue of the Congregacion 
Istaelita, the most important tn 
South America, is nevertheless one 
hundred per cent Hispanicised and 
there is a marked tendency progres- 
sively to replace Yiddish with 
Spanish in all public life. 

Yiddish makes its strongest 
impact in the Jewish educational 
network, as well as the press and 
in some important publishing 
houses. 

Six Subjects 

Jewish books have been pub- 
lished in Argentina on six principal 
subjects—-Zionism (Spanish). the 
destruction of East European Jewry 
(Yiddish), fiction (Spanish), Yiddish 
classics (Yiddish and some Spanish 
translations), schoo! books (Yiddish 
and very few in Hebrew), and 
Siddurim and other religious books 
(Hebrew, some with Spanish trans- 
lations). Only a couple of books 
have been written by the native- 
born young authors, and about 6 
per cent by local foreign-born 
authors. 

There are eleven Jewish publish- 
ing houses of some importance, all 
of them in Buenos Aires, with an 
output of about 4500 volumes 
during the past 25 years. Of them 
seven. are Yiddish or mixed, and 
four publish in Spanish. 

Dos Poilische Identum is_ the 
most important Yiddish publishing 
house, to judge by the number of 
its books. It was established in 
1946, under the direction of Marc 
Turkov, and has concentrated 
largely on works illustrating the 
history, development, life. and 
tragedy of Polish Jewry. About 
120 tithes by a hundred authors 
have. appeared so far. Some 20 
books have obtained literary prizes 
in Buenos Aijres, the U.S.A., 
Mexico, Paris, and Brazil. 


Yiddish Literature 


Other Yiddish publishing houses 
are Di Buch, established in 1949, 
with 31 volumes published ; Kium, 
set up in 1954, by Shmerlk Katsher- 
guinsky, with 12 titles (in Yiddish 
and Spanish); Cultur Congress 
(1948), with 20 titles, devoted to 
poetry, memoirs, fiction, history, 
theatre, etc.; Iwo, which has pub- 
lished 20 titles (Yiddish and 
Spanish) since 1941, on art, socio- 
logy, pedagogy, and economy, as 
well as the magazine ARGENTINER 
Iwo SCHRIFTEN ; Editorial Sigal, a 
private enterprise, established in 
1925, has published 50 volumes of 
important works in Yiddish, 
Hebrew, and Spanish; and 
Editorial Kaplansky, also a private 
enterprise, founded in 1925, with 
30 titles, among them many school 
books in Yiddish and Hebrew, as 
well as a Yiddish-Spanish dic- 
tionary. 

Though the Spanish publishing 
harvest in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury is smaller than the Yiddish, 
the former has by far more public, 
cultural, and educational impor- 
tance, especially for the young 
generation. The themes are more 
interesting and linked more intim- 
ately with Jewish life. particularly 
in Israel. Jewish books in Spanish 
are more readily accepted in 
libraries, non-Jewish as well as 
Jewish 

Editorial Israel, established 30 
years ago bv Mirelman Brothers on 
a non-profit-making basis, is the 
oldest publishing house. About 
fifty titles have appeared on history, 
fiction, poetry, tradition, folk-lore, 
and politics. Its main Zionist 
classics include works on Herzl, 
Achad Ha’am, Nordau, Bialik, 
A. D. Gordon, Jabotinsky, and 


others.

HILE “counting heads” 
W is a method whereby 
Statisticians get results, 
the British Leather Industry has 
been fact-finding by counting feet.

MR. ZALMAN 


One of the foremost Hebrew and 
Yiddish poets and authors of this 
age, Zalman Shneour, died last 
Friday in New York at the age of 72. 

Born at Shklov, Lithuania, of a 
distinguished Chassidic family, 
Shneour had his first Hebrew poem 
published at the age of 15 when he 
wrote one of the most delightful and 
youthful love poems ever written in 
the language. 


In his early youth he left home 
and set out on a course of wander- 
ing and homelessness which char- 
acterised his personal career and 
left its mark on his literary work, He 
spent short periods working in 
Odessa. Warsaw, and Vilna. He 
visited Switzerland in 1906 and then 
settled in Paris, where he studied and 
worked until 1914. 

The years of the First World War 
found him interned in Germany, and 
from 1918 to 1924 he wandered from 
Berlin to Copenhagen, thence to the 
United States and back to Berlin, 
until he finally returned to Paris, 
where he lived until 1940. When the 
Germans invaded France he fled to 
the United States. In 1951 he settled 
in Israel, but occasionally returned 
to the United States on visitss

Shneour produced a wealth of 
Writings in poetry and in prose which 


appeared in scores of Hebrew and 
Yiddish periodicals all over the 
world. Selected works have been 
translated into French, 
Spanish, and Polish. He has been in 


the forefront of Modern Hebrew 
etry, sharing the laurels with 
ialik and Tschernikowsky. He has 


enriched Hebrew literature with some 
of the sStateliest poems in_ the 
language. Among them are “In the 
Mountains” (inspired on his visit to 
Switzerland), “To the Strains of the 
Mandolin” (in which he attributes 
the major cause of the failure of 
Christianity to its assault upon Israel), 
“Songs of Fate,” “Poppies,” and 
many others. 

In London in 1948 a dinner was 
given in honour of Mr. Shneour b 
the Association of Jewish Journalists 
and Authors and the British Section 
of the World Jewish Congress. 

Zalman Shneour is survived by his 
widow, a son, and a daughter. The 
son is a biochemist in the United 
States and the daughter a_ ballet 
dancer in Spain. 


Mr. S. J. Gotpsmitn writes: 
Zalman Shneour was one of the few 
literary giants with two. separate 
careers, and was great in both. He 
was a great Hebrew poet by any 
standard, and at the same time one of 
the greatest modern Yiddish novelists. 
Shneour’s force of writing reminded 
one of two mighty streams flowing 
from the same source. 

From carly Jyrical and romantic 
poems Shneour switched in his later 
years to what is known as poetry of 
ideas. It was he who warned us about 
the calamity which later befell the 
Jewish people; and it was he who 
argued on gur behalf with a cruel 
world. Years before the Nazis. 
Shneour wrote his poem, “ The 
Middle Ages Return,” in which with 
prophetic insight he foretold the 
extermination of European Jewry by 
the “ Nation of Poets and Thinkers.” 

His Yiddish novels, “ Noah Pandre ” 
and “ Napoleon and the Rabbi.” are 
Diaspora tales. But there is Jewish 
pride, so typical of Shneour, in the 
first. and the dignity of a great tradi- 
tion in the second, 

Shneour tackled the theme of our 
generation: moral progress unable to 
Few 
men of letters in our time—-East or 
West—-posed the dilemma so well and 
gave such poignant expression to our 
helpless bewilderment as did Shneour. 


People sometimes complained of 
“Shneour being a_ difficult man.” 
There are. many stories about his 


temper, and some of them are true. 
Actually, he was a man of wide 
sympathies and generous 
and he could be as lavish in his pratse 
of fellow poets and writers who 
showed a spark of talent as he could 
be scathing in his criticism of those 
whom he considered barren.

On 
regaining his freedom Mr. Meisels 
resumed in London the career in the 
Yiddish theatre which he had - 
sued in Vienna. Among the plays 
he had written and in 
Vienna a very ul one was 
“Jewish Certificates for Palestine,” 
dealing with the new waves of immi- 
gration to Eretz Yisrael. This was 
given a fresh production in London. 

Mr. Meisels was associated, in his 
ondon career, with the Grand 
Palais, and with the theatrical 
seasons at Adler House, Whitechapel, 
and the Alexandra Theatre, Stoke 
Newington. In the artistically suc- 
cessful Adler House period he played 
an important part. One of his greatest 
contributions was his new translation 
into Yiddish of “The Merchant of 
Venice,” which he did for the pro- 
duction directed by Robert Atkins. 

He was also a frequent contributor 
to Yiddish publications. 


THE REV. DANIEL KAPLAN 


The Rev. Daniel mn owe. Minister 
Emeritus of the Blackpool United 
Hebrew Congregation, died last 
Friday afternoon in his 81st year, our 
Blackpool correspondent reports. 

Daniel Kaplan was born in Slonim, 
Russia, in 1878. He went to Australia 
as a protege of the late Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Adler, and arriving in England in 
1904 he served in Wales and Leeds 
before taking up the position of 
chazan aod minister to the Blackpoo! 
Congregation, then worshipping § in 
Springfield Road. In addition he was 
the community's only mohel, shochet, 
and teacher. 

In 1920 he left Blackpool for South 
Africa, but soon returned, and 
remained an active and energetic 
minister and teacher to the congrega- 
tion for almost fifty years. In addi- 
tion to his Blackpool duties he later 
undertook the regular visiting and 
teaching at the small communities in 
Preston, Blackburn, and Barrow-in- 
Furness, which duties he continued 


very actively until only a year or 
two ago.

Kaplan leaves three sons and two 
daughters.

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HUMAN DIGNITY 


By REGINALD SORENSEN, MP 


Human Rights and World Order: 
The Struggle for Human Rights in 
the United Nations. By Moses 


New York: Oceana 
Publications. $3.95. 
Although man_ is essentially 


gregarious his significance and status 
is determined by our attachment of 
value to every human being. Therein 
lies human dignity, whether such 
attachment issues from a theological 
premiss or from ultimate moral and 
ethical analysis. Hence there is wide- 
spread, even if not universal, accep- 
tance of fundamental “Human 
Rights” as a principle in all our 
social and political considerations. In 
1948 it was crowned by the United 
Nations General Assembly with the 
proclamation of “The Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights.” 

Mr. Moses Moskowitz, of Long 
Island, New York, has rendered a 
distinguished service to all who 
cherish human dignity by his masterly 
work, wherein he conveys the fruits 
of his experience, activities, and 
reflections throughout many years. 
No one is better qualified for this 
task, for the author has not only 
given us, aS he states in his Preface, 
, the outgrowth of almost twelve 
years of close observation of the 
work of the United Nations in the 
field of human rights,” but has been 
the Secretary-General and representa- 
tive of the Consultative Council of 
Jewish Organisations in the United 
Nations, that body enjoying consulta- 
tive status both with the Economic 
and Social Council of the U.N, and 
with Unesco. Yet, of course, his 
sympathies and interests extend far 
beyond his official concern and, what- 
ever the initial stimuli, embrace com- 
prehensively the whole field of human 
rights and the means by which these 
can be implemented more fully in 
the continuing history of mankind 


U.N. Declaration 


That “ Universal Declaration” has 
immense psychological and moral 
value, and Mr. Moskowitz alludes to 
the many tributaries converging on 
the United Nations registration of this 
affirmation of human dignity. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's famous declaration 
of the “ Four Freedoms” fm 1941 was

cultivated helplessness the English 
love in the Jewish intellectual.

people. He cannot forget Hitler, who 


burned his books, or the family he 
once had.

Between the two is the ironic, ill- 
fitting link, whose autobiography says 
so little, yet communicates so much.

TWO HAPPY PAINTERS 


There are two exhibitions this week 
by artists who are getting on in years 
but still obviously enjoy their 
painting. 

Henri Hayden's first English show 
was held at Roland Browse and 
Delbanco four years ago and con- 
tained nothing painted since 1922. 
Now he has an exhibition at the 
Waddington Galleries confined to his 
recent works, for he is still painting 
at the age of 76.

FAMILY RELATIONS

Five Finger Exercise. By Prter 
SHAFFER. Hamish Hamilton. 10s. 6d. 


During the last few years the 
London theatre has been full of 
musicals, revues, American jmporta- 
tions and translations from the 
French. The straight English plays. 
with few exceptions, could as well 
have been played in the 1930s, and 
their appeal was primarily to a 
matinée audience. There have been 
very few which belong essentially to 
our own time and place. without 
breaking out into surrealism, obscur- 
antism, ofr “ artiness.” Peter 
Shaffer's “Five Finger Exercise” js 
one of these few. As an actress as 
well as an audience I welcome this 
rarity. It is a play about a family’s 
effect on each other; their baiting of 
each other through mutual dis- 
appointment. 

The first act does seem deceptively 
to be just another old-fashioned, well- 
contrived piece, with the usual upper- 


middle-class, country-house setting. 
In the second act, it becomes plain 
that the author's intention was to 
present these seemjngly stage types, 
and then to shock us into seeing them 
below their surface behaviour. Only 
the 14-year-old daughter remains 
healthily immune from the damaging 
effect the family have on each other 
and on the girl's tutor. “He was 
spoilt when he was a boy.” she says 
of her brother to the tutor, who ts 
German. “To spojl—you know—to 
damage.” 

The parents damage their son and 
each other and he jn turn learns to 
damage them. It is not until they start 
hurting the tutor, each for his own 
involved and bitter reason, that they 
become aware that the “game” of 
damaging can go too far. “Five 
Finger Exercise” is a play about the 
small jnflictions of pain that can 
destroy. It is also interesting in that 
it makes a truthful reassessment of 
the well-known stage type. 


YIDDISH FOLK-TALES 


By J. L. FINE 


The Ma‘aseh in the Yiddish Ethical 
Literature. By J. Maritis. S/apiro, 
Vailentine. 3s, 6d. 


This publication is an expanded 
version of a paper read by the author 
to the Institute of Jewish Studies in 
Manchester. Dr. Maitlis begins by 
referring to Haham Moses Gaster’s 
treatise on “ The Ma’‘aseh Buch and 
the Brautspiegel ” (in “ Jewish Studies 
in Memory of George Kohut ”), and 
remarks that he proposes “to take 
up the threads of that fine analysis.” 
Nobody is better qualified for this 
worthy task than Dr. Maitlis. 

It is evident that the author has 
spared no effort in his research to 
show that Yiddish has a very honour- 
able place in our religious and secular 
literature. He traces the origin of 
Yiddish to the Middle Ages, when 
there were large masses of Jews with 
only a limited knowledge of Biblical 
Hebrew and for whom Yiddish came 
to be the vernacular. If they were 
to be approached through the written 
word, it had to be in Yiddish, 


This kind of literature reached its 
peak in the “ Ma’‘asch Buch” (Folk- 
Tale or Story Book) which appeared 
in Basle, in 1602. It was intended to 
be a guide tg Jewish moral and 
religious life, and was, in a sense, a 
continuation of the Talmudic 
Aggadah and Midrash. But it was 
more intimate and personal. with:a 
more direct and simple approach to 
religious, social, and human problems. 
It later came to influence the 
Chassidic tale and legend, 


GREEK SCIENCE 


Physics of the Stoics, by S. Sambursky 
(Routicdge & Kegan Paul, 235.. is an 
important coniribution to Classical 
studies by the head of the Department 
of History and Philosophy of Sctence 
at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 
The author's earlier book, The Physical 
World of the Greeks” (published in 
English in 1956), was widely acclaimed 
for its tluminating interpretation of 
Greek science, and this ts another .valu- 
able contribution to scholarly research 
in this field.

A FAITHFUL 
FRIEND 


While on holiday in North Wales, 
in a village not far from Mount 
Snowden, I visited one of the show- 
places of the district. It ‘was a 
meadow where stood a monument to 
Gelert, a dog. 

The story of Gelert has been 
recounted in verse and prose. It tells 
of a faithful dog, a greyhound, which 
defended his master’s child by killing 
the wild animal attacking the infant. 
On returning home, the master secing 
blood all over the place and drippin 
from Gelert’s mouth, and no sign-o 
his child, immediately assumed that 
the dog had killed and eaten him. 
Whereon he stabbed Gelert to death. 
But the infant was safe under the 
cradle which was upset in the fight 
between the dog and the wild animal. 
Deeply regretting his hasty deed, 
and with remorse in his heart, the 
father buried Gelert and erected the 
stone. memorial. 

Gelert’s brave deed is supposed 
to have taken place as long ago as 
1205. And yet, though over 700 
years old, it is not the first tale of 
an animal giving its life for a human 
being. In fact many such stories 
have been told throughout the ages. 
in lands as far off as India and 
China. Learned men who have 
studied the literature of different 
countries have collected tales of this 
kind in order to trace what is called 
the common origin of the story of 
the faithful dog, for the dog is always 
the hero of all such tales. 


Rabbi's Fable 


It has been traced back to many 
centuries before the Welsh Gellert. 
Right back to one of the fables of 
Rabbi Meir Ba‘al ha-Ness_ (the 
Miracle Worker) who lived in the 
second century of the common era. 
Rabbi Meir was a pupil of the great 
Rabbi Akiba and was himself one 
of the foremost rabbis of the period. 
Apart from being a scholar, he knew 
the Greek and Latin literature of his 
time and wrote many fables. A fable, 
as you know, is a tale in which 
animals act and speak like human 
beings, and always has a moral. 

in Rabbi Meir’s tale the form is 
somewhat different from that of the 
Gelert account: and instead of the 
wild animal being a_ four-legged 
creature it is a snake. Some shepherds, 
Rabbj Meir’s fable relates, had set 
milk to curdle in a bow] for their 
evening meal. They went away for 
some time leaving their dog on guard. 
In their absence a snake glided up to 
the bowl and swallowed part of the 
setting milk. Poison from its fangs 
spilled into the rest of the milk while 
it did so. The dog saw this. 

Towards evening the shepherds 
returned. When they were about to 
partake of their meal the dog began 
to bark loudly. They took no notice 
of this, nor of his excited jumping, 
and prepared to begin eating. There- 
upon the dog sprafg to the dish and 
swallowed the whole contents. The 
snake-poison acted quickly and within 
a few moments he fell down dead. 


Act of Sacrifice 


The lives of his masters were saved 
by this deed, and they immediately 
realised what their faithful canine 
friend had done. In gratitude and 
appreciation for the dog's sacrifice, 
the shepherds buried him reverently 
and erected a monument which, so 
the old fable relates, is still called 
“the Dog’s Monument.” 

There are other and older Jewish 
references to dogs. Though the Bible 
docs not refer to dogs in a kindly 
way, yet later writings go to show 
that the domestic dog, which we know 
so well as a universal pet, was kept 
in households and recognised for his 
true worth. The Rabbi Meir men- 
tioned above writes of the ordinary 
dog and of his keen sense of smell. 
how “with his sharp scent he smells 
the bread hidden three fists deep in 
the soil.” The rabbis declared that 
the barking of dogs at night gives 
people a feeling of safety. There- 
fore there was the old injunction in 
the Talmud: “ Dwell not in a town 
where no barking of dogs is heard.” 

But above all there is the lovely 
picture of a pet dog in the Book of 
Tobit in the Apocrypha—the name of 
a collection of writings which were 
not included in the Bible. It tells of 
how Tobit’s son went forth from his 
father’s house on a journey and 
his dog went with him. And, on his 
return home with his wife, “ they 
went their way, and the dog went 
after them,” running at their heels.

One of the most important market 
factors in recent weeks has un- 
doubtedly been the announcement 
that the work of the Capital Issues 
Committee is to discontinue.

Among the shares which might 
be considered are Express Dairy, the 
efficiently managed group which is 
fast growing in the supermarket field. 
Capital commitments seem heavy in 
relation to liquid assets at the 
moment. In a_ similar sphere is 
Mecca Limited 5s. ordinary. 

Bowmaker, the H.P. finance group, 
has been a long standing favourite 
with investors, and the rate of growth 
may lead the Board to decide to bring 
share capital more into line.

The Twenty-ninth Ordinary General 
Meeting of Montague Burton Limited 
was held on February 24 at the Regis- 
tered Office of the Company. 


Mr. L, Jacobson (the Chairman) 
presided. 
The Secretary (Mr. H. V. Evans, 


A.C.A.) read the notice convening the 
Meeting and the Report of the Auditors.

You will remember that last year I 
stated that the Group had decided, : in 
spite of steadily increasing costs, not to 
increase our retail prices even though 
such a policy might result in a lower 
level of profit.

CONTINUED EXPANSION 


The four Burton Tailoring branches 
recently opened in the new towns are 
trading on asatisfactory level. The expan- 
sion of the Jackson The Tailor Group 
and Peter Robinson stores continues. It 
may interest you to know that amongst 
the major undertakings this year is the 
conversion of the Tivoli Theatre in the 
Strand to a store for Peter Robinson 
which, when completed, will be one of 
the most modern in Europe.

Stocks 
are, however, well bought throughow 
and now no more than consistent wiih 
Group requirements. 


CREDIT FACILITIES 


The tendency for the man in the sireet 
tc budget his income has had our careful! 
consideration for some time. Over the 
past few years there has been a rapid 
growth in credit trading of one kind and 
another. When credit facilities are 
available for a variety of goods there 
is a tendency for the consumption o! 
those offered on a cash basis to decline 
or at best remain stationary. Further 
there has been a marked increase in the 
growth of shops specialising in cred! 
tailoring and in departmental store 
offering some form of credit facility 
their tailoring sections. Your directors 
decided, therefore, to introduce a scheme 
on November 1, 1958, which would 
provide customers with this additions!

But Grave Anxiety For The Future

FRANKFORT 

Herr Leopold Goldschmidt, Chair- 
man of the Co-ordinating Council of 
German Associations for Christian- 
Jewish Co-operation, stated here last 
week that it was true to say that in 
view of the latest anti-Jewish mani- 
festations a number of Jews were 
considering emigrating the 
Federal Republic. 

Herr Goldschmidt, who was speak- 
ing on the advent of Brotherhood 
Week in the Federal Republic, said 
that the opportunity would be taken 
to impress on the youth of the 
country the evils of the Nazi past. 

Most Germans would not agree 
with Herr Goldschmidt’s remarks 
about emigration. According to 
reliable Jewish sources, there is no 
indication of any contemplated 
Jewish emigration from Germany on 
a sizable scale. Nor has there been 
a marked decrease in the immigration 
into Germany of Jews from. Israel 


and gther countries. Immigration, 
especially from Israel, reached a 
peak in the second half of 1957, when 
between 200 and 300 Jews a month 
arrived in Germany. Since then the 
figures have gradually decreased. 
The latest statistics are between 500 
and 600 Jewish immigrants during a 
three-month period. Emigration is 
proceeding roughly at the rate of 100 
persons every three months of the 
year. 

Of course, recent events have 
caused disquict among Jews in 
Germany, and some are said to be 
playing with the thought of emigrat- 
ing should things get worse--a hand- 
ful have already done so. But 
generally it can be said that the older 
generation wants to stay in Germany 
for good. On the other hand there 
is a marked trend among young Jews 
—most of whom returned from Israel 
and other countries with their parents 
in the immediate post-war years—to 
emigrate. mainly to Israel, as soon as 
they have completed their studies in 
Germany. 


MOSCOW INSTALLING 
YIDDISH PRESS

The Soviet Government, for the 
first time in ten years, is to install 
Yiddish printing presses to publish 
works by Yiddish writers. This was 
announced here last Saturday by the 
American Jewish Committee, on the 
basis of reports from “ well-informed 
sources in Moscow and Paris.” 

The Committee understands that 
the decision was taken following the 
return of Mr. Mikoyan, the Soviet 
Deputy Premier. from his recent visit 
to the United States. |

be a collection of works by Sholem 
Aleichem.

PARIS 

Professor André Neher, of Stras- 
bourg University, who was one of the 
“sages” to whom Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
the Israeli Prime Minister, sent a 
letier on the question “Who is a 
Jew?” has told your correspondent 
that his reply included a proposal to 
call a mixed assembly to decide this 
question. 

The Isracli Government had no 
right to decide the question, because 
it is a religious one, Professor Neher 
stated. On the other hand, the 
Rabbinate’s decisions could not be 
considered binding by the  non- 
religious elements. 

In the circumstances, an assembly 
should be convened to decide the 
issue. Such an assembly should be 
composed of rabbis, representatives 
of the Israeli Government, and 
“Jewish men and women of all 
countries and all social spheres.” 

By convening such an assembly the 
Israeli Government would reinforce 
the links between Israel and the 
Diaspora and between the religious 
and non-religious sections of the 
Jewish people, Professor Neher 
Stated. 


IRAQI BOYCOTT 
THREAT

The Iraqi Government has asked the 
Federal German Government to break 
off all commercial relations with 
Israel, apart from deliveries under the 
Reparations Treaty.

The trial, originally expected to 
last two weeks, has dragged on for

Expanding Trade With Germany 


COLOGNE 

West German exports and pay- 
ments to Israel in 1959/60 under the 
reparations pact will remain at an 
unchanged value of 250,000,000 marks 
(about £20,830,000), according to Dr. 
F, E. Shinnar, the head of the Israeli 
Trade Mission here. 

He stated that exports of the 
various categories within the total 
would also remain unchanged, with 
steel, iron, and non-ferrous metals at 
44,000,000 marks, chemical and other 
products at 35,000,000 marks, agricul- 


tural products at 7,500,000 marks, 


steel and iron products at 73,500,000 
marks, and services at 15,000,000 
marks. West Germany would pay 


75,000,000 - marks for British oil 
deliveries to Israel under the agree- 
ment. 

Israel exported goods worth over 
40,000,000 marks to West Germany 
in 1958, Dr. Shinnar stated. About 
80 per cent of her exports were made 
up of citrus fruit and the rest of agri- 
cultural products. Israel hoped to 
increase her exports to West Germany 
to between 60,009,000 and 80,000,000 
marks by 1966, when the agreement 
ends. Her imports from Germany 
outside the agreement—mainly for 
industrial modernisation, replace- 
ments, and raw materials—should 
increase to between 100,000.000 and 
120,000,000 marks by that date, Dr. 
Shinnar added.—(Reuter) 


CYPRUS INDEPENDENCE 


Ben-Gurion: A Lead to the Arabs

JERUSALEM 
The granting of independence to 
Cyprus was warmly welcomed by 
the Isracli Premier, Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
at a press conference. Israel, he said, 
would have a close neighbour with 
whom friendly relations, trade, and 

communications would be possible. 


The Premier stated that an indepen- 
dent Cyprus would benefit the entire 
region. It had seemed that Cypriots 
and British on one side and Grecks 
and Turks on the other were deadly 
enemies, but at last common sense 
prevailed and they came together even 
though it seemed hopeless. 

“If only the United Nations would 
do the same for us and the Arabs 
IT am certain we could achieve the 
same agreement,” he added wistfully. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion added that he saw 
no signs on the part of Arabs that 
they were ready for peace. 

Referring to the Arab campaign 
against the present mass aliya, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said that if he were an 


Arab he would be ashamed to Say 
that emigration to Israel created ., 
danger of expansionism. Egypt alonc 
“ expanded ” every year internally (by 
natural increase) by 000, so wha: 
are they afraid of ? asked Mr. Ben. 
Gurion. 

_ There had been talk of possible 
immigration of Russian Jewry: coul< 
in fact Israel absorb another three 
million immigrants? He was sorry 
that he saw no immediate prospect;
